“All the abuses of so-called amuse- 
ments, as well as the vices of drinking, 
smoking, drug using, and_ fornication 
come from lack of realizing the need of 
keeping the body in subjection and ‘mak- 
ing no provision for the flesh to fulfil the 
lusts thereof.’

ticular incidents in Mr. Moody's rela- 
tion to those distinguished men recorded 
by Dr. Torrey, were known at the time 
to the inner circle of Mr. Moody’s fellow- 
workers who were under no restraint in 
alluding to them in Mr. Moody’s pres- 
ence. The other incident of the lady 
teacher to whom he denied the privilege 
of the Northfield platform was also well 
known at the time. 

It might be supposed that a man's 
son would be the best authority as to his 
father’s opinions or course of action under 
given circumstances, but such a supposi- 
tion is without solid foundation, espe- 
cially if the son were young and imma- 
ture in his father’s lifetime and after- 
ward embraced opinions and followed a 
line of conduct of a different kind from 
his father. All the men and women living 
today on both sides of the Atlantic who 
knew and sympathized with D. L. Moody 
in his life work, will back up what Dr. 
Torrey says and share his Christian in- 
dignation in the wrong done—unthink- 
ingly we must believe—to his precious 
memory. 

Before concluding this editorial we 
would take occasion to emphasize Dr. 
Torrey’s observation that current ‘‘Mod- 
ernism” or ‘‘Liberalism’’ is nothing new 
and that D. L. Moody faced it as well as 
we. He saw that the apostasy it repre- 
sented was growing blacker with, the 
years and helped some of us to get ready 
for it. Of this we shall have more to say 
at a later time, but we mention it now 
simply to add our confirmation to the 
statement of Dr. Torrey that if D. L. 
Moody were on the earth today, he would 
recoil from and oppose such false teaching 
as positively as he did a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago.

Professor E. Augustine Smith, of 
Boston University, for whose musical 
taste and ability we have great respect, 

has been telling the Christian 
‘““Jazzy’’ Endeavorers that the time 
Hymns is ripe for church music 

to reform, and we agree 
with him. But if reported correctly 
in the press, he seems to have gone 
a little too far in some of his utterances 
and illustrations. Among the hymns 
“permeated with jazz’’ as he thinks, 
are the famous ‘“‘At the Cross,’’ and 
“Beulah Land.”’ He believes the latter 
contrary to the spirit of the Eighteenth 
Amendment because it makes the wor- 
shiper say, 

“T’ve reached the land of corn 
wine.”

But if we must now cut those words 
out of our worship, it will leave a still 
‘shorter’ Bible for us than that which 
even the destructive critics now permit. 
The expression is used more than a 


score of times in the Old Testament 
to describe the blessings of Canaan 
which God promised obedient Israel, 


and it is not to be wondered at that 
the sacred poet spiritualized the idea 
to carry men’s thoughts up to heaven. 
We believe Professor Smith is a Meth- 
odist, which leads us to say that the 
day of the Methodist camp-meeting 
with all its hallowed memories and 
inspirational blessings, is approaching 
its end if the revived soul can no longer 


break out with, 
“O! Beulah Land, sweet Beulah Land, 
As on thy highest mount I stand, 


I look away across the sea 

Where mansions are prepared for me, 
And view the shining glory shore, 
My heaven, my home, for evermore!” 

And as to the other refrain, we believe 
it was the Salvation Army in the day 
of its greatest glory as an evangelistic 
force that brought it into popularity. 
Its usefulness in revivals, in stirring 
emotion and moving the will to decide 
for Christ, has been demonstrated over 
and over again to the satisfaction and 
joy ‘of every real evangelist now alive. 

Dr. Smith is quoted as saying that 
this hymn is a corruption of ‘When I 
Survey the Wondrous Cross,” and, ‘“‘Im- 
agine,”’ says he, ‘imagine the people of 
God meditating before the cross to jazz 
music!”’ 

But one answer is that evangelists 
do not as a rule use that hymn for 
meditation before the cross, but to stir 
men to approach the cross and to accept 
and confess the Saviour who hung 
upon it. And yet there are Christian 
hearts, many of them, as pure as the 
blood of Christ can make them, who 
often sing that refrain as expressive 
of the deepest love and adoration for 
His holy name. 

The newspaper which contained the 
report of Dr. Smith’s address, pub- 
lished, side by side, Mr. R. E. Hudson's 
music for ‘‘At the Cross,’’ and Mr. 
Woodbury’s tune named ‘Eucharist,’ 
as a setting for ‘‘When I Survey the 
Wondrous Cross.” At a dignified church 
service, and perhaps Dr. Smith was 
thinking only of that, we certainly 
should prefer the latter, provided there 
was a good organist to play it and a 
good choir to help carry it. But there 
are thousands of Christian assemblies 
held continually all over the world, 
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where Mr. Woodbury’s hymn would 
be a flat failure, while Mr. Hudson’s 
would sweep the multitude through the 
gates. 

It is our lay opinion, Dr. Smith, 
that the ideal hymnal should contain 
both.

We wish every ministerial reader of 
this editorial note could read an address 
delivered by Rev. Norman MacLean 
of St. Cuthbert’s, Edinburgh, at the 
opening of Princeton Seminary a year 
ago. His theme was ‘The Worship 
of the Sanctuary,’ but what he had 
to say applied in part to public worship 
anywhere, even in the halls of legisla- 
tion. To lead in such a service needs 
constant and necessary preparation 
of mind and spirit. That preparation 
which can only be afforded by the Holy 
Spirit Himself. There are many who 
seem to think that the inspiration of 
the moment can take its place, but as 
Dr. MacLean truly said, ‘There is 
no peril to be avoided greater than that 
of offering in the hour of worship upon 
the altar of God, that which has cost 
us nothing.” The servant of God 
should in his prayer be the heir and 
contemporary of all Christian genera- 
tions, and never surrender the earnest- 
ness and vivacity which mark the 
prayers arising out of the need of the 
day. Yet this very freedom entails 
a greater care that our worship should 
set forth the treasures of our faith 
in truth and beauty.

“The tie that binds us all to The 
Moody Bible Institute is realized in 
a very real way out here although 
it may not be as visible as in the home 
land, 

“During a three-months’ stay in 
Japan three years ago, I met forty 
former students; then during ten weeks 
in Korea, I met twenty more, but here 
in China you meet them everywhere;

“As I travel up and down the land 
it is indeed a joy to meet these Christian 
toilers who are ‘holding fast the faith- 
ful word,’ and, therefore, are enabled 
to be ‘holding forth the word of life’ 
to the Chinese who are getting a variety 


of other things handed out to them 
purporting to be the word of life.

We 
had been waiting for some others to 
do it, but now we are. going to do it 
ourselves.”’

haps the ‘‘coolest’’ remark of the Yale 
professor was his claim of the name 
“evangelical’’ as representing Modern 
ism, or to quote Professor Keyser, as 
representing ‘“‘his faction in the present 
controversy.” 

Professor Keyser points out what 
evangelicalism historically is, and shows 
what little right Professor Kent and 
his school have to ‘‘purloin” the title 
but the boldness of the claim remind: 
us of a prophecy uttered in Edinburgh, 
by George H. Pember, thirty-five year 
ago, when he said: ‘‘False_ teachers 
seem to be gradually changing the 
character of Christ into that of Anti 
christ, so that many will imagine that 
they are following the former, when 
they are really going after the latter.’ 

As a matter of fact, not a few church 
members are now so sadly ignoran 
of what the Bible teaches and what 
Christianity really is, as to believe that 


Fundamentalism is some new _ thing 
and some awful heresy that mus 
metaphorically, be stamped out. It 


was foreseeing this that led us to regret 
that the present revival of Bible truth 
and testimony should have gotten the 
name of Fundamentalism fastened on it 
The motive originating it was good 
and the name in itself is good, but in 
the minds of many it has seemed to 
characterize what we believe to be a 
true revival of God’s people as only 
a man-made movement rather than an 
operation of the Holy Spirit in awaken- 
ing the true body of Christ. Hence, 
dear brethren, do not let the old name 
slip away from us and become the 
property of those who would apply 
it in an unholy propaganda. It is a 
name that stands for the pure and 


complete gospel of Jesus Christ, a 
name that has never been identified 
with any movement, fanaticism, or 


fad, and which has been made so sacred 
to us by its defenders in all the years.

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Protestantism.” It was returned, so 
fessor Keyser said in The Bible Cham- 
1, with no explanation or criticism, 
only the usual stereotyped note. 

Ve caution our readers that this 
is a reception quite commonly accorded 
evangelical writers, not only by secular 
: also by religious journals, denomina- 
tional and undenominational, of the 
modernistic type. Hence the need 
to hold one’s judgment in abeyance 
until the other side of a given question 
has been stated; and hence also the 
need of supporting periodicals in which 
that other side will be heard. 
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It should be interesting and _in- 
structive to the young men of this 
generation to learn that President 
Coolidge never joined a 
President lodge, despite the advice 
Coolidge of shrewd political veterans 
andthe who managed his campaigns. 
Lodge “Lodges are all right,’’ he 
told them, ‘‘they serve their 

purpose, but I can’t get used to 


meeting so many folks at once.” 

It is presumable that the President 
had some other reasons for maintaining 
his integrity independent of the secret 
orders, but he was discreet enough 
to keep them to himself.

It seems possible to 
possess this sense and _ still remain 
a free man, unbound by a secret oath.

Mr. Paul D. Moody’s Gross Calumny of His 
‘Honored Father, D. L. Moody 


. O THE Editors, THE Moopy 
BIBLE INSTITUTE MONTHLY: 
“My attention has been 
called to a letter in The Chris- 
tian Century of August 2, 1923, from 
Mr. Paul D. Moody, President of 
Middlebury College, Middlebury, Ver- 
mont. The Christian Century entitles 
this letter, ‘Moody Becoming a ‘Veiled 
Figure.”’ ’ 

“Many have taken in hand to becloud 
the memory of Mr. D. L. Moody since 
his death in 1899, but the unkindest 
stab that was ever given to that memory 
is that by Mr. Paul D. Moody in this 
letter in The Christian Century. It 
was shown to one of the generous 
supporters of Mr. Moody’s Northfield 
work the same day that it was shown 
to me, and this supporter exclaimed, 
‘How silly!’ but it is worse than silly, 
it is an outrageous injustice. 

“Mr. Paul D. Moody, in his letter, 
says, ‘In his day—he (i. e., Mr. D. L. 
Moody) was in his prime in the seventies 
and eighties—when his work was done 
and his schools established, he was, 
for those days, a liberal.’ 

“To this I would say that Mr. D. L. 

oody, as every one who knows him 
well knows, was not ‘for those days, 
a liberal,’ in the sense in which Mr. 
Pau! D. Moody uses the word ‘liberal.’ 
Mr. Moody was a conservative of the 
conservatives. 

“Those who are anxious to justify 
their defection from the faith by appeal- 
ing to the conduct of Mr. D. L. Moody 
are fond of citing his use of Prof. George 
Adam Smith and of Prof. Henry Drum- 
mond in his meetings. It is time that 
the exact facts were stated. 
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“1, In regard to his use of Prof. 
George Adam Smith at Northfield. 

“Mr. Moody invited Prof. Smith to 
Northfield under a misapprehension of 
bis attitude. He was invited to speak 
at the commencement of one of the 
two schools there. 

“Mr. Moody told me that I was 
partly responsible for his inviting him. 
I had read a report of an address that 
Prof. Smith gave at Yale on ‘Secret 
Prayer,’ the basis of the address being 
Matthew 6:6: ‘But thou, when thou 
prayest, enter into thine inner chamber, 
and having shut thy door, pray to 
thy Father who is in secret, and thy 
Father who seeth in secret shall recom- 
pense thee.’ 

“This address was 
to me personally and 
Moody’s attention to it. But before 
the time came for Prof. Smith to be 
invited to Northfield, things came out 
in connection with other addresses at 
Yale and the unsettling of the taith 
of some by these addresses (one par- 
ticular case being known to Mr. Moody 
personally), that caused Mr. Moody 
to question whether he had been wise 
in inviting Prof. Smith. However, he 
did not withdraw his invitation. 

“There was also another person in- 
vited to speak at the commencement 
of the other school, held at about the 
same time, who had also been severely 
criticized for certain utterances or alleged 
utterances of his. 

“While the commencement exercises 
were being held, Mr. Moody asked me 
if I would be willing to come down to 
his house after the exercises were over 
and meet Prof. George Adam Smith 


greatly blessed 
I called Mr. 


and this other person and talk the 
matter out with them. This I gladly 
consented to do, and that night we met 
in Mr. Moody’s home. 


“TI first spoke to the other person 


regarding the address that he was 
reported to have made. He replied 
that he had been misreported. Then 


I asked him why he had not said so 
publicly, and he replied that he had 
been advised not to do so, and there the 
matter, as concerning the other person, 
ended. 

‘‘Then I took matters up with Prof. 
George Adam Smith. There is no 
need to go into the details of the con- 
versation, but Mr. Moody backed me 
in every statement I made and every 
position that I took, and he told me 
the next day, or shortly afterward, that 
he had told Prof. George Adam Smith 
that he was doing the Devil’s work. 
He also told me that he regretted that 
he had ever invited either of these men 
to Northfield. 

“T was informed by two different 
persons this present summer that Prof. 
Smith had said publicly some things 
that showed that he had materially 
altered the position that he then held, 
but of that I know nothing. 

‘2. In regard to Mr. Moody’s attitude 
toward Prof. Henry Drummond. 

“It is true that Mr. Moody loved 
Henry Drummond as he loved very 
few other people. I doubt if there was 
ever any one else outside of his own 
family tor whom Mr. Moody had the 
warm personal affection that-he had 
for Prof. Drummond; and he had Prof. 
Drummond, as is well known, at one 
of the Northfield Conferences, and 
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circulated very widely Prof. Drummond's 
address on 1 Corinthians 13. 

“He loved Prof. Drummond to the 
very end. On one occasion there was 
a memorial service for Mr. Hugh Beaver 
at Northfield, and I was chosen as the 
speaker for the occasion. In connection 
with my address I was led to say a few 
kind words about Prof. Henry Drum- 
mond, who had recently died and had 
been mentioned in connection § with 
these services. I do not know that 
Mr. Moody ever thanked me for any- 
thing I ever said quite so warmly as 
for the few words that I said on that 
occasion concerning Prot. Henry Drum- 
mond. 

“But while this is all true, Mr. Moody 
did not sympathize at all with some of 
the views into which Prof. Henry 
Drummond was led, and _ positively 
refused to use him in connection with 
his campaign in Chicago during the 
World's Fair in 1893. Prof. Drummond 
was in the city at the time, I met him 
in Mr. Moody’s office, but though Mr. 
Moody loved him still, and loved him 
to the end, he would net use him, 
and greatly regretted the position which 
Prof. Henry Drummond had taken up. 


D. L. Moody Not a ‘‘Liberal’’ 
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“3. In the third place, permit me 
to mention something else that shows 
how far Mr. Moody was from being 
‘a liberal’ for the days in which he 
lived or for any day. 

“A lady Bible teacher from New 
York City was highly recommended 
to him and he invited her to speak at 
the Northfield Conference. (There is 
no need of mentioning names). Soon 
after she began her address, she disclosed 
her position by speaking of the Old Tes- 
tament stories as ‘folk-lore,’ and using the 
other cant phrases of the modernistic 
school of criticism. 

“Mr. Moody, learning of this, called 
up at my house in Northfield and asked 
me to go down with him to listen to 
this woman’s addresses, and I went with 
him and we listened. He slipped out 
of the meeting and beckoned me _ to 
follow him, which I did, and we rode 
off together. 





“He asked me what I had to say. 
I told him that I had little to say. 
But it was not necessary for me to say 
anything, for he at once said, even 
before I could fully express an opinion, 
‘She will not speak here again,’ and 
he immediately, after that meeting, 
went around to see her and forbade 
her speaking again at the Northfield 
Conference, and she left Northfield 
without finishing her addresses. 
‘*Modernism’’ Not Modern 


“May I add one thing more? Mr. 
Paul D. Moody says, ‘But in his day 
—he was in his prime in the seventies 
and eighties—when his work was done 
and his schools established, he was, 


for those days, a liberal.’ 


“‘Mr. Paul Moody seems to be under 
the impression that there was some 
essential difference between those days, 
which he characterizes as ‘the seventies 
and eighties,’ and the present days in 
regard to theological convictions and 
to conservative and liberal positions. 

“This seems to be a very common 
impression among the so-called ‘Modern- 
ists,’ but, in point of fact, all the views 
that characterize those who are called 
‘liberals’ today were held in the seventies 
and eighties; the line of demarcation 
between the evangelicals and those of 
Unitarian tendencies was just exactly 
where it is to-day. 

“The so-called ‘Modernists’ are fond 
of speaking of their views of the Bible 
as ‘the modern view,’ but any one who 
has any considerable knowledge of the 
history of biblical criticism knows well 
that these views are not modern. 

“The liberals of those days held the 
same position regarding the substitution- 
ary doctrine of the atonement, the deity 
of Jesus Christ, the authority of the 
Bible, the literal resurrection of the 
body of Jesus Christ from the dead, 
the virgin birth, and the other funda- 
mental questions, as are held by the 
liberals of today. 

Mr. Moody, as every one knows 
who has carefully read his sermons, was 
a conservative on every one of these 
questions, and would not knowingly 
permit on his platform those who held 
the positions entertained by the ‘liberals’ 


the one that Mr. 
Paul Moody mentions by name). For 
any one to say that ‘he (i. e., Mr. D. L. 
Moody) was, for those days, a liberal’ 
is not only ridiculous, but an outrageous 
slander upon one of the greatest, if 


today, (including 


not the greatest, Christian religious 
leader of his century. 

“The denial of the virgin birth of our 
Lord is nothing new, and Mr. Moody 
would have been shocked beyond measure 
if any one on his platform should have 
dared to have cast the least doubt upon 
the historicity of the accounts found 
in the Gospels of Matthew and Luke. 


Strauss’ Leben Jesu 

‘‘As to the positions held today by 
the destructive critics and Modernists 
in regard to the miracles of our Lord 
Jesus and in regard to the supernatural 
in general, they far antedate Mr. Moody’s 
time. 

“The ablest book that was ever pub- 
lished representing the so-called ‘Modern 
view’ was David Strauss’ Leben Jesu. 
There has nothing been published since 
that is in the same class with it as 
regards profound and_ broad scholar- 
ship and powers of critical analysis, 
and this book was published in 1833, 
four years before Mr. Moody was 
born.

(An Old-Fashioned Sermon)

WO men are being let down over 

the wall of ancient Jericho, 

and as they go they leave in 

their rescuer’s hand a bit of 
scarlet thread, as a souvenir and identifi- 
cation mark. ‘Bind it,’’ they say, 
“in your window for your safety when 
the day of the city’s judgment comes,”’ 
and they are gone. 

A few days later, in the dust and con- 
fusion of talling walls and the destruc- 
tion of the doomed city—one house 
stands intact, and its occupants sate. 
Out of the window of this house flutters 
a scarlet thread!

God’s Book is full of pictures as well as 
types of redemption, and this is one of the 
lesser allusions or analogies, but I wish 
to take it for the suggestion it gives of the 

Blood Mark in the Word 

Glance with me at the Book. I need 
not tell you that it hangs out in each of 
the Gosgels, the testimony of Christ’s 
atonement. John hangs it out earliest 
of all perhaps, ‘‘Behold the Lamb of 
God, which taketh away the sin of the 
world” (John 1:29). But the other 
narrators are not far behind. 

The Acts, Epistles and Revelation 

In the Acts the thread is out of the 


window in the first utterance of Peter on 
the wonderful day of Pentecost, ‘‘Hin 
being delivered by the determinat: 
counsel and foreknowledge of God, yi 
have crucified and slain, whom God 
hath raised up, having loosed the pains 
of death; because it was not possible tha 
he should be holden of it.””. Henceforth 
no sermon is preached that does not speak 
of the message of the blood. It is the 
model discourse of Scripture. 

The Epistles, one by one, cast out this 
scarlet thread, before they have pro- 
ceeded far. In Romans, Paul says in 
1:16, ‘I am not ashamed of the gospel of 
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Cliist,” and what this gospel is he pre- 
sently shows in this same _ epistle,— 

rough the redemption that is in 
Christ Jesus, whom God has set forth to 
be a propitiation through taith in his 
1 } ” 


nd the line glows scarlet red in He- 
brews—“But we see Jesus, who was 
a little lower than the angels 
. that he by the grace of God 
should taste death for every man.” 
Heb. 2:9, 10). 
he least blood mark is in James, 
who is dealing with the practical applica- 
t of truth, but he himselt brings up 
the case of Rahab, and by interence at 
least, puts the thread in the window. 

But Peter makes up for it in his 
pistles, “‘Elect according to the fore- 
knowledge ot God the Father, through 
santification of the Spirit, unto obedience 
and sprinkling of the blood of Jesus 
Christ.” “‘Foreasmuch as ye know that 
ye were not redeemed with corruptible 
things, as silver and gold, but with the 
precious blood ot Jesus, as of a lamb 
without blemish and without spot.” 
How distinctly stands out the scarlet 
thread! 

Nor is John less explicit, for it is in his 
first Epistle, first chapter, that the 
gracious word is found, herald of salva- 
tion to so many lost souls, ‘‘The blood of 
Jesus Christ his Son cleanseth us from all 
And in all the book of Revelation there 
stands out as the central figure, ‘‘A lamb 
as it has been slain’’ (twenty-six times 
this expression is used). Yea, out trom 
every window of Revelation hangs the 
scarlet thread, every chapter telling the 
story of redemption by the blood. ‘‘Unto 
him that hath loved us and washed us 
from our sins in his own blood” (1:5), 
being answered by the last, ‘‘the throne 
of God and of the Lamb shall be in it, 
nd his servants shall serve him’ (22:3). 
The scarlet thread is in heaven’s windows. 

Old Testament Books 

Go back along the line ot the Old 
Testament books. Tell me where this 
line of redemption by the blood does not 
stand out? It is hinted in the purged 
Malachi (3:3), the thirty 
pieces of silver in Zechariah (11:12), the 
broken temple of Haggai, the poor and 
afflicted remnant of Zephaniah (3:12,13). 
But above all in Isaiah 53: ‘He was 
wounded for our transgressions, he was 
bruised tor our iniquities: the chastise- 
ment of our peace was upon him; and 
with his stripes we are healed’’ (v. 5). 
“He is brought as a lamb to the slaugh-

[t is the scarlet line that shines through 
all prophecy telling of His ultimate com- 
ing in glory, but of His earlier coming as 
a ransom for sin, even as Jesus said on 
the way to Emmaus, “ought not Christ to 
suller; and beginning at Moses and all 
the prophets he expounded the things 
concerning himself.’ The prophets all 
lodge in Rahab’s house behind the sign 
of the scarlet thread. 

The poetical books that precede the 
prophetical, have in all their music of 
love and war the minor strain of the 
passion of Calvary. The heavenly 
Spouse seeking His bride, with His head 
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filled with dew and His locks with the 
drops of the night (5:2), in Song of 
Solomon. The poor wise man, delivering 
the city, forgotten and rejected, of 
Ecclesiastes 9:15. The chastened son in 
whom the Father delighteth, of Pro- 
verbs 3:12. The forsaken one of Psalm 
22, ‘‘My God, my God, why hast thou 
forsaken me?’’ The patient sufferer, 
his life abhorring bread and his soul 
dainty meat tor mercy’s sake, of Job 
33:20. 

Every one of these divine poems is for 
those who look, writ in blood. The mov- 
ing spirit of sacred poesy is the song of the 
self-giving-one, which treely rendered 
is the song of Moses and the Lamb, 
the ultimate poem of heaven at last, 
gathering into one great theme the 
broken thoughts ot all sacred song. 

The historical books also tell of Jesus 
and his passion. See the scarlet thread 
of prophetic suffering and redemption in 
Esther, in Nehemiah, in Ezra; in David, 
hunted and driven but even by the way 
of suffering coming to his kingdom. 
Samuel also, and Joshua and Moses, 
yea, what is the book of Hebrews but the 
blood sign in the lives of the worthies 
and patriarchs of old—Abraham, Isaac, 
Jacob, Joseph, Noah, Abel? 

Out of the ark window streams the 
scarlet thread of redemption by the 
blood, for what is the ark but a type of 
God’s provision of salvation in Christ’s 
earthly tabernacle, battling the flood. 
And Abel with his blood offering rests his 
scarlet thread upon his accepted altar 
waiting for God’s vindication, and being 
dead he yet speaketh with this same 
mark of sacrifice that says, ‘without 
shedding of blood there is no remission.”’ 

It is this, indeed, that gives significance 
to all the Tabernacle rites in the wilder- 
ness, every sacrifice telling of the perfect 
offering yet to come. Before Israel went 
forth upon her journey, in the blood 
stain upon the lintel of the door post, 
she hung out the scarlet thread of re- 
demption by the blood. 


Church Ordinances and Doctrines 


So also speak the ordinances of the 
Christian church in the New Testament 
days. Baptism pointing ever to the death 
and resurrection of Christ, and commun- 
ion to His suffering and death and life 
in the poured wine and the broken bread. 

Every church thus hangs forth the 
red thread of dependence by the blood 
in its regular conduct of worship in 
God’s house. And Christian testimony 
comes in to tell the same story, as we say, 
out of a deep spiritual consciousness, 
“T was crucified with Christ: nevertheless 
I live; yet not I, but Christ liveth in me: 
and the life which I now live in the flesh 
I live by the faith of the Son of God, 
who loved me, and gave himself for me.”’ 

There is indeed not one evangelical 
doctrine accepted in the consensus of the 
faith that does not authenticate itself by 
putting forth the scarlet thread of con- 
nection with the blood— 

Justification: ‘‘Being now 
by his blood”? (Rom. 5:9). 

Regeneration: Jesus Himself explains 
it by saying, ‘‘As Moses lifted up the 
serpent in the wilderness, even so must

the Son of Man be lifted up” (John 3:13 

Adoption: ‘Having, therefore, bold 
ness (liberty of sons) to enter into the 
holiest by the blood of Jesus” Heb. 
Sao y. 

Sanctification: ‘‘For if the blood of 
bulls and goats sanctifieth to the puri- 
fying of the flesh, how much more shall 
the blood of Christ, who through the 
eternal Spirit offered himself without 
spot to God, purge your conscience from 
dead works to serve the living God?” 
‘Heb. 9:13, 14 

Glorification: “They overcame by 
the blood of the lamb” (Rev. 12:11 
“For these are they which came out of 
great tribulation, and have washed their 
robes, and made them white in the 
blood of the lamb” (Rev. 7:14). Faith, 
hope, love—all are based on the blood. 

Faith is belief in the reality of the shed 
blood. 

Hope is confidence in the efficacy of 
the blood. 

Love is saturation with the significance 
of the blood. 

Yea, everything that comes down from 
Him who is the Giver of every good and 
perfect gift bears this mark of the blood. 
For God came not fortuitously, or acci- 
dentally, as a second thought, to us, but 
from the beginning loved the world so 
as to give His Son for it, and that Son was 
slain in the divine mind from the founda- 
tion of the world, and God has ever been 
in Christ reconciling the world unto 
Himself (2 Cor. 5:19). Hence, we may 
say that this is the mind of God the 
Father—redemption by the blood, and 
that the nearer we come to the divine 
mind the clearer becomes this doctrine 
and the dearer the Lamb of God, who 
taketh away the sin of the world. 

It shows itself in the name that God 
gives His Son, Jesus, Deliverer; and the 
name He Christians, Redeemed, 
and even the name He gives Himself, 
“For there is one God and one mediator 
between God and man, the man Christ 
Jesus, who gave himself a ransom for 
all’? (1 Tim. 2:5). God sets the scarlet 
thread in His highest act, in all He says 


gives 


and does. 
The Life of Our Lord 

But most of all is this brought out in 
the character and life of Jesus, our Lord. 
The scarlet thread of redemption by the 
blood was flung out from the window of 
Christ’s life from the first. You recall 
that first visit to Jerusalem at twelve. 
Tissot has a picture of the parents finding 
Him, and as He stands to greet them 
the lines of His face, His hands, His 
garments even in their creases and hems, 
are making the sign of the cross, and on 
His lips is the word, ‘‘Wist ye not that 
I must be about my Father’s business?” 

His business and His Father’s was one 
—it was to give Himself for mankind, 
and save them with His precious blood. 
And so straight on to the cross He goes, 
the blood mark on His brow. Satan 
tries to turn Him aside, His family 
attempt to dissuade Him, His own 
disciples rebuke Him, His _ physical 
nature too. But He says, “I have a 
baptism to be baptized with and how 
am I straitened till it be accomplished!”’ 
And He stays not till on the cross at last 
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He cries, ‘‘It 1s finished’—when the 
blood was shed. 

Now the lesson of all this is plain. 
If every book of the Bible hangs out the 
scarlet thread—all the Gospels, the Acts, 
the Epistles, the Revelation; the Pro- 
phets, the poetical books ot the Old 
Testament, the inspired history of the 
patriarchs; if Israel and the church, 
and the Christian believer, yea, all Nature 
and human history as well as revelation 
and most of all the theanthropic career 
ot our Lord Jesus Christ—if in all these 
places the red cord of redemption by 
the blood in the window is to be seen 
and felt of all, how ought we to regard 
it? 


Certainly We Will Preach It! 


There is no preaching without it. 
The sermon has no power without it. 
Oh, yes, something to interest, perhaps, or 
startle, or amaze, but no redemptive 
potency, no power to save. 

You have heard sermons which have 
gone on their decent way to the end 
without one note of saving grace, and the 
congregation has respecttully listened 
through, and called it very sound and 
restful. But when the scarlet thread 
gleams out, then the eye kindles and the 
heart quivers, and the soul gets its warm- 


ing or its refreshing, its needed flame and 
food. 

There is nothing like the blood ot 
Jesus to tell either of sin or the putting 
away of sin. But it requires the full 
doctrine of the atonement to doit. Den- 
ney is right in his The Death of Jesus in 
saying that if one be sitting on the whari 
in safety and a friend comes along and, 
to show his love, leaps into the water and 
dies, it would be ludicrous, folly, if not 
pitiful criminality because unnecessary 
and vain. But if you fall in and are lost, 
and a friend leaps in and gives his life 
in saving yours, then the sacrifice has 
both potency and impressiveness. 

Preach redemption by the blood. And 
live it, too. No man truly believes in 
Jesus or lives in union with Him, who 
leaves the scarlet thread out of his life. 
The cross life, the surrendered life, lived 
for Christ’s sake and for others, must be 
there. “If any one will come after me, 
let him deny himself and let him take 
up his cross and follow me.” 


‘“*Your Sword First’’ 


The general said to his antagonist, 
who after long battle held out his hand 
for reconciliation, ‘“‘Your sword first.”’ 
Give over everything, die to the world, 
and sin and self. and live unto Christ. 





This is the cross life. This is the scarlet 
thread in the life, and you are not long 
with a man or woman who calls himself 
Christian, before you descry the pres- 
ence or absence of this mark. 

Take the badge, my brother, and be 
free. Be done with the world and the 
things that perish, live in the service of 
Christ and the hope of eternal life, whose 
mark is the scarlet thread in the window. 

One word further with you, sinner. 
God forbid that this sermon should close 
without a call to the lost. Friend, here is 
the simplicity of the plan of salvation. 
It is nothing that you do. It is something 
that God does in answer to our humble 
appeal. Put this cord of simple trust in 
the blood in your window. Hang it 
there today. 

Not fit, do you say? Not ready? 
Are you not as fit as this poor Rahab? 
All unworthy as she was she still had 
faith, and God saved her for the simple 
cry of her faith. Come just as you are. 
‘All the fitness He requireth is to feel your 
need of Him.” 

O friend, sometime the trump of the 
judgment will come as there at Jericho. 
Who then will stand? Not the strong of 
arm, or the well-to-do, but the humble 
waiting soul upon the wall with a bit of 
scarlet thread in the window. 


Dangerous Methods of Seeking the 
Holy Spirit’s Power

N SPITE of the fact that many 

clear warnings have been given as 

to latter day satanic counterfeits 

of the things of God, dangerous 
teachings concerning the Holy Spirit 
are still being widely propagated and 
hundreds of people, especially through- 
out the West, are being led into errors 
that are bound to prove disastrous to 
spiritual life. 

These divisive doctrines are laying 
heavy burdens upon the hearts of pastors, 
especially as they see members of their 
flocks led into fanatisicm; and when 
great churches are being split in two it 
is time to set forth in clearest fashion 
the plain teachings of God's Word. 


A Plain Fact Overlooked 


Many are seeking the Pentecostal gift 
of the Holy Spirit, which we know was 
accompanied by a _ manifestation of 
tongues (Acts 2:1-13). But why do so 
many overlook the fact that the utter- 
ances of the Spirit-filled disciples on the 
day of Pentecost were tested by the ears 
of people who had spoken these languages 
from their youth? It was a miraculous 
endowment that gave wingsto the gospel, 
enabling them to give out the precious 
seed to a mixed multitude that it might 
be carried immediately to many distant 
parts and a way prepared for a great 
harvest soon to spring up. 

Not only was it a send-off for the 
church, but it was an unmistakable sign 
of Christ’s return to the glory and of the 
fulfillment of His promises recorded in 
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John, chapters 14-16. Modern Pente- 
costal advocates are not enabled to preach 
the gospel to foreigners without having 
learned the languages, and therefore 
the gift they display cannot be called the 
Pentecostal gift at all. 
A Mistake Persisted In 

Many make the mistake of confusing 
this with the manifestation witnessed 
at Corinth. It will be found that this 
differed in that none understood, not 
even the persons speaking (1 Cor. 14:14). 
It was for God only (14:2), but couid 
sometimes be interpreted (14:5-13). A 
person subject to these manifestations, 
who found that his speaking could not 
be interpreted, was exhorted to keep 
silence in the church (14:15-19). Those 
given to such uncontrollable expressions 
of emotion were not to be permitted to 
remain in the assembly, but must have 
it with God alone, or in the presence 
of not more than two or three persons, 
even then but one speaking at a time 
(14:27, 28). Any loss of self-control 
or confusion in the assembly, was, 
according to Paul, to be taken as a warn- 
ing that God was not the author of the 
manifestation (14:33, 40). Again we find 
that those identified with Pentecostal 
movements fail to observe the clear 
teaching of Scripture. 
The Purpose of the Unknown Tongue 

What was the purpose of this gift of 
unknown tongues? The answer is in 
1 Corinthians 14:21-23. This is a quo- 
tation from Isaiah 28:11, the context of 


which shows that these manifestations 
were to be a sign of the approaching dis- 
persion of ‘‘this people’’ (the Jews). 

It was a sign not to believers but to 
unbelieving Jews, so Paul tells us plainly 
that it was not adapted to carry convic- 
tion to Gentile believers, and such would 
only say “ye are mad.” 

We read in 1 Corinthians 1:22 that 
“the Jews require a sign but the Greeks 
seek after wisdom.’’ God had ever 
dealt with the Jews in this way (John 
4:48), but Gentile’s wanted something 
that appealed tothereason. For thisvery 
reason the gift is not adapted to the 
church today and many who stand back 
and say ‘‘they are mad,” are doubtless 
prejudiced against the cause of Christ. 

Departing from the Bible 

To say that speaking in tongues, 
whether known or unknown, is the scrip- 
tural sign of having received the fulness 
of the Spirit, is to depart utterly from the 
Word of God. Tongues are mentioned 
last in the list of spiritual gifts (1 Cor 
12:28), therefore cannot be ot first im- 
portance. Weare plainly told that speak- 
ing God’s message in an‘intelligible way 
is by far the more valuable gift (1 Cor. 
14:5), and that as an evidence of having 
received the life of the Spirit, no gift 
can be compared with love (12:31; 
13:1-3). It is clear that all Spirit-filled 
believers were not expected to speak in 
tongues (12-8-11, 30). 

The Danger of It All 
Wherein lies the danger in seeking 
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hysical manifestations? In the first 

ice, even the very elect in the latter 

ys are in danger of being deceived by 
satanic counterfeits (Matt. 24:24; 2 

ess. 2:10; Rev. 13:14). 

Letting the mind go blank, throwing 
the body open to the control of exterior 

wers—the laws employed by spiritistic 

sdiums and clairvoyants—are dan- 
zerous laws for Christian people to experi- 
ment with. This is not the plan God 
offers us for inviting the power of the 
Holy Spirit, for Christianity requires the 
use of the reason and the mind must 
ever be the vehicle of the Holy Spirit. 
A body detached from one’s volitional 
control is ready for any counterfeiting 
work of the Devil or the flesh. 

furthermore it is now a well known 
fact that many of the prevalent mani- 
festations may be brought about by 
purely natural laws. Certain psycho- 
logical influences contribute to cause 
persons of emotional type to be worked 
up toa high nervous tension. By hearing 
oft-repeated phrases, their lips will soon 
take up the expressions entirely apart 
from the deliberate volition of the will. 
At length complete loss of control comes 
and peculiar sensations are felt in the 
body. These are by many taken to be 
the evidences of having “received the 
power.” The fact is that a person in 
such a state is in a dangerous condition. 
Nervous breakdown or insanity not 
infrequently is the result of following 
these practices. 

Dr. Lohmann’s Explanation 

Passivity of the mind has been much 
emphasized in Pentecostal tarrying meet- 
ings, and often certain manipulations of 
the body are considered necessary in 
aiding the seeker to get the power. Some 


of these things were explained recently 
by Dr. Lohmann, a learned German 
pastor, who made a careful study of 
abnormal manifestations that brought 
confusion into German churches some 
time ago, and what Dr. Lohmann says 
will be backed up by scores of reputable 
psychologists who have watched the 
same manifestations in this land. 

“Powers and possibilities have been 
discovered in man,’’ says Dr. Lohmann, 
“which until recently have been totally 
unsuspected. They are designated as 
‘subliminal powers’ and have to do with 
the subconsciousness. In these mani- 
festations (referring to the tongues 
movement) the lower nerve centers 
(ganglionic system or vegetative nerves) 
which have their chief seat in the region 
round the pit of the stomach, are excited 
to increased activity. At the same 
time the central region of the higher 
nervous system (the cerebral) which in 
a normal state of affairs is the medium 
of conscious perception and_ action, 
becomes paralyzed. 

“This is a reversal of the order of 
Nature. The lower nerves take over the 
duty of the higher ones (a sort of com- 
pensation). This state of things comes to 
pass negatively by the higher organ losing 
its natural supremacy under pressure 
of illness, or artificially by hypnotism, 
auto-suggestion, etc., and positively by 
the lower nerves being in some way 
excited artificially to increased activity, 
whereby they get the upper hand. These 
nerves then display abilities which our 
ordinary organs of sense do not possess. 
They receive impressions from a realm 
usually closed to us, such as clairvoyance, 
presentiments, tongues, etc. 

“Tt is very significant, that according 
to the assertions of the leaders, it is 





activity of the subconsciousness that we 
meet with in the Pentecostal movement. 
Those in whom the _ subconsciousness 
become active in the manner described 
above, feel as it were an electric stream 
passing through the body, which is an 
exciting of the nerves which have their 
central seat in the pit of the stomach. 
By exciting the lower nervous system 
a feeling of intense rapture may be 
regularly produced. At first we find 
connected with it usually involuntary 
contraction of the muscles and movement 
of the limbs, in consequence of the un- 
natural inversion of the nervous system.”’ 


Why Certain Things Happen 


This explanation will help many to 
understand why certain psychological 
surroundings are required in Pentecos- 
talism. It explains why outbreakings 
of sensuality have marred the history 
of the Pentecostal movement from time 
to time, and why Paul refers to the out- 
breaking of carnality in the Corinthian 
church, calling for the laying down of 
rigid rules to control the tongues situa- 
tion. 


Such phenomena as we have described 
are the very opposite of what any careful 
reader would glean from the Scriptures 
as necessary to the manifestation of the 
Holy Spirit, who wants every person in 
a normal condition that He may exercise 
His power through the conscious personal 
life. 


Let us therefore be warned against 
gatherings where these psychological 
conditions or bodily manipulations are 
required, and let us approach God in 
the sane and simple way which the New 
Testament makes so clear to any honest 
seeker for the truth. 


Earth’s First Catastrophe

ATASTROPHES are not popular 
in these days when evolution 
is so extensively taught in college 
and seminary. In fact the 
doctrine of evolution cannot be main- 
tained if we -account for the present 
by a catastrophe in the past. If chere is 
sufficient evidence to prove the catas- 
trophe of the deluge, then evolution can 
no longer insist that the epitaphs of the 
world’s greatest graveyard can be inter- 
preted by uniformity and succession of 
ages. But astronomy, biology, archeo- 
logy and mythology, unite with Scrip- 
ture to provide evidence of such a catas- 
trophe, while in recent years the sup- 
posedly established substitute of uni- 
formity and succession of ages has been 
seriously shaken. 
\ Catastrophe Before the Flood 


But it is not the flood but an earlier 
catastrophe the earth experienced, of 
which I wish to write. Because it per- 
tains to angels rather than men, it is not 
as clearly revealed in the Bible as the 
lcluge. But there are scriptural as well as 
scientific evidences of such a catastro- 
phe, and sin, that was the occasion of the 
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deluge, was likewise the cause of earth’s 
Indeed sin, the trans- 


first catastrophe. 





gression of the law and order of God 
is the occasion of all world catastrophes. 
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The solar system as originally created with the probable path of ancestral sun 
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Granted a perfect God, why should 
not His original creation have been per- 
fect? Could a God whose greatness is 
unsearchable so mightily have magnified 
the earth by His presence without per- 
fecting it? 

The clearest account of creation is to be 
found in the thirty-eighth chapter of 
Job. ‘The Lord answered Job out of 
the whirlwind and said, Who is this 
that darkeneth counsel by words with- 
out knowledge? Where wast 
thou when I laid the foundations of the 
earth?”’ We do not wonder at Job’s 
silence, and wonder if our scientists could 
do any better. ‘‘Who hath laid the 
measures thereof if thou knowest? or, 
who hath stretched the line upon it? 
. - . When the morning stars sang 
together, and all the sons of God shouted 
for joy?” (Job 38:1-7). 


Why Did the Morning Stars Sing? 


This was on the morning of existence 
when the oratorio of creation was first 
sung. The sons of God were the angels. 
Itisevident that they were created before 
the earth or they would not have been 
there to sing on the morning of creation. 
Moreover, it is hardly conceivable that 
they should have shouted over a chaotic 
mass such as is described in the second 
verse of Genesis. It must have been a 
perfect earth that was originally created 
and it was its very perfection that was 
the occasion of the angel’s song of joy 

Why then are we taught in the open- 
ing verses of the Bible that ‘‘the earth 
was without form and void,” it may be 
asked. And we reply, What reason have 
we to believe that it was originally in this 
chaotic condition? 

In fact Isaiah 45:18 contains the same 
Hebrew words found in Genesis which 
expressly declare ‘‘God created the earth. 
He created it mot without form and 
void.””. Again in Jeremiah this Hebrew 
phrase is found, and here we read, 
“T beheld the earth and lo, the fruitful 
place was a wilderness broken down at 
the presence of the Lord and by His 
fierce anger.” 

Our knowledge of etymology, if nothing 
else, requires that we translate the second 
verse of Genesis, ‘“‘the earth became an 
empty waste or ruin.’’ God did not 
make it so. Some terrible catastrophe 
brought upon the earth chaos and ruin. 

The fourth and fifth verses of the sec- 
ond chapter of 2 Peter would lead us to 
infer that it was the sin of the angels, 
as the sin of the human race was the 
occasion of the deluge. That they for- 
merly possessed the earth is also indi- 
cated from the divine instructions to our 
first parents. ‘‘Be fruitful and multi- 
ply and repopulate the earth.” These are 
the identical commands issued to Noah 
after the earth had been depopulated a 
second time. 


What the Solar System Reveals 


A study of the solar system indicates 
a plan of remarkable intelligence and 
mathematical perfection. It was the 
astronomer Bode, who first pointed this 
out in 1772 in what is known as Bode’s 
Law. He came to discover this by put- 
ting down a row of ‘4’s” under the 
second one writing ‘3,’ and under all 
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the others double the preceding number. 
After adding the two rows together and 
dividing by ten we have almost the true 
distance of the planets from the sun:— 


opposite to all the other members of the 
solar system. 

Then Hall in 1877 discovered that one 
of the minute moons of Mars was re- 
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In addition to this orderly arrange- 
ment of the planets La Place noted a 
marvelous unity in the movements of the 
sun, the planets and their satellites. 
That these coincidences should be purely 
the result of chance seemed to La Place 
incredible, but instead of attributing 
it to the wisdom of an omniscient Creator 
he set forth his celebrated nebular 
hypothesis. 

This was destined in the hands of the 
evolutionists to become the atheistic 
explanation of the origin and perfection 
of the solar system.

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volving nearly three times as fast as the 
planet itself. Similarly it was discovered 
that the rings of Saturn were not moving 
uniformly. 


The Italian astronomer Schiaparell 
added his contribution to the objections 
to this evolutionary theory by _ sub- 
mitting evidence that has never since 
been successfully contradicted that both 
Venus and Mercury rotate abnormally 
on their axes. 


In recent years minute moons similar 
to those about Mars have been discovered 
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The solar system as it appears today 


The Nebular Hypothesis Discredited 


This was in 1799. Since that date all 
the discoveries in astronomy have tended 
to strengthen Bode’s Law and weaken 
La Place’s hypothesis. 

Bode left a great gap unaccounted for 
between Mars and Jupiter but this was 
bridged by Piazzi when in 1800 he sighted 
the first asteroid. 

The finding of Uranus in 1781 and 
Neptune in 1846 still further confirmed 
Bode’s theory and established it as a law. 

On the other hand La Place’s theory 
of orderly development was first upset 
by the discovery that the satellites, if 
not the disks, of Uranus and Neptune 
move out of the piane of the solar sys- 
tem and in the latter instance directly 


at a distance from Jupiter, revolving 
just the opposite to the movement of 
the great planet and its satellite 
system. 

To make the abandonment of th« 
nebular hypothesis more complete the 
astronomer Moulton and the geologis 
Chamberlain have independently demon 
strated that if the solar system be con 
verted into a gaseous spheroid so ex 
panded as to fill Neptune’s orbit and so 
distributed as to conform with th 
recognized law of gases, even with th 
present momentum of the solar system 
it would not have a rate of rotation 
sufficient to detach matter from _ its 
equator. Moreover, such a rate coul: 
not be acquired until the sun had con 
tracted well within the orbit of Mercury. 
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Two Facts Deducted 


Putting together all of our present 
knowledge of the solar system, two facts 
may be deducted. First, it is evident 
that the present order of things cannot 
be explained by the nebular hypothesis 
or any other evolutionary theory. Sec- 
ondly, it is evident that the solar system 
was not originally what it is now. In- 
stead, however, of being less orderly, 
as evolutionists claim, it was primarily 
perfect and its present peculiarities are to 
be accounted for by some great catas- 
trophe. 


Indeed, a careful study of these very 
eccentricities enable us even to determine 
the cause and the course of the disturb- 


ing element that rendered such a perfect 
creation imperfect. An ancestral sun 
entering the solar system and crashing 
into the planet midway between Mars and 
Jupiter would have scattered it over its 
orbit into the many minute bodies now 
known as the asteroids. 

The attraction of Mars and Jupiter 
for some of these most widely scattered 
asteroids would account for their ‘‘cap- 
tured moons,’’ as well as their peculiar 
behavior. 

Passing near the earth the giant sun 
rendered our planet an ‘‘empty waste,” 
according to the Scripture, and _ so 
demoralized the moon as well as Venus 
and Mercury that they no longer revolve 
naturally upon their axes. Uranus and 





Saturn were so remote from the course 
of this celestial stranger that they were 
not seriously affected by it and in con- 
sequence their satellites are still obedient 
to an old order. 

Granted such a catastrophe—and we 
cannot explain the exceptions to Bode’s 
Law and the objections to the nebular 
hypothesis in any other way—we have 
not only authenticated Scripture, but 
have also presented an unanswerable 
argument to the evolutionary theory of 
an orderly development of creation. 
We argue a catastrophe, not only from 
the teaching of Scripture, but from the 
tell-tale marks of a great cataclysm 
which no future interval of time will be 
found sufficient to remove. 


Present Conditions in Palestine

“The remnant shall return, even 
the remnant of Jacob, unto the 
mighty God’’ (Isa. 19: 21). 

E HAVE passed through a 

terrible crisis—five years of 

a colossal, an unprecedented 

war. Every one has suffered 
and it has left a legacy of woe and sad- 
ness. Many people are inheriting that 
legacy, but one people seem destined to 
take the largest share ‘of it... A  pro- 
tracted war calls for scape-goats, and 
men in high places feel their need of a 
scape-goat now. 

During the war, when things looked 
very dark tor Great Britain and_ her 
Allies, we heard a voice. It was the 
memorable declaration made on Novem- 
ber 2, 1917, by the Right Hon. Arthur 
J. Balfour, now Lord Balfour, to the 
leading Jew of the world, that Great 
sritain looked with favor to the estab- 
lishment of a Jewish national home in 
Palestine, and promising to aid the Jews 
in their national aspirations. 

When Great Britain made that de- 
claration, she must have had a purpose 
in making it. At that time Palestine 
was in the hands of the Turk. What- 
ever people may say, and in spite of 
what Jews themselves may say, every 
Jewish heart was touched as by an 
electric thrill by that declaration. They 
felt they had become a nation again. 
This declaration was endorsed by prac- 
tically every member of Parliament, 
and the Bishops and clergy of England 
and in Canada and America, and other 
religious bodies, passed resolutions in its 
favor. 

Something Happened 

\ catastrophe befell Israel, the Jewish 
people, who were best able to rebuild 
Zion, and had Palestine in their heart, 
the people of whom there are six or seven 
millions in Russia and Poland. 

Russia went to pieces, and millionaire 
Jews became beggars, with not a penny 
to send from Russia to Palestine. 

What should the rich Jews in America 
and England do? Should they send their 
money to rebuild Palestine, or help their 
sorrowing and starving brethren in 
Russia? 

Chey felt their first duty was to their

brethren who were suffering so terribly, 
and the cause in Palestine lost the help 
it would otherwise have had. 


You must remember that Palestine 
had been devastated. The Turk took 
away everything that was to be taken. 
Thousands died of starvation. Then 
between twelve and fifteen thousand 
young men and women arrived, no ade- 
quate preparation having been made for 
them. These young men were spread 
over the mountains of Carmel, Samaria, 
Nazareth, and elsewhere, with absolutely 
no protection in some places, under bad 
climatic conditions, denied the very 
necessities of life, and yet singing the 
songs ot Zion which God Himself had 
put in their hearts. In the English 
papers we read that they were a pack of 
anarchists, socialists, bolshevists, any- 
thing that is bad. A most disgraceful 
slander! 


The Jew and the Arab 


The very people who supported the 
Balfour declaration are now crying, 
‘‘The Jew is robbing the Arab!”’ 


Palestine is my home, I know every 
spot of it, I know the peoples. Robbing 
the Arab? I should like to know what 
the Jew has robbed him of? 

I know he has been robbed. There 1s 
a saying in the Arabic language—‘‘ Wher- 
ever the hoots of the horse of a Turkish 
soldier treads, no grass will grow.” 
That is true. Every Turkish governor 
ruled by enforced robbery. He had to 
amass three fortunes: a fortune to get 
his position; a fortune to maintain his 
position, or to justify himself when 
accused of maladministration; and a 
fortune to buy another position. 

Where did he get his money? He 
robbed the people. Whom did he rob? 
The Fellaheen. The poor Arab—what 
has he? The Turk has robbed him even 
of his character! What could the Zion- 
ists rob him of? The charge that the 
Jew is robbing the Arab is absolutely 
false. 

Go to the Jewish colonies, to the 
fifty that we visited. Every colony has 
an electric supply, a water supply, a 
public garden, a public hall and a syna- 
gogue. I am grateful our secretary 
said that these colonists are not anti- 
religious. The smallest community has 
a synagogue. They have transformed 
the land. The valley of Jezreel and 
places where the Arabs would not go on 
account of terrible malaria—look how 
these colonists have transformed those 
places. Millions of trees have been 
planted and a wonderful transforma- 
tion has been made. 


Colonists Not Bolshevists 


We had a commission in Palestine, 
after the troubles in Jaffa, to find out 
the Bolshevists. After three months’ 
hard labor they discovered one Bolshe- 
vist and put him in prison. 

I rub my eyes when reading the papers 
and feel like the prophet when he said: 
“Enter thou into thy chambers, and shut 
thy doors about thee: hide thyself as it 
were for a little moment, until the in 
dignation be overpast.”’ 

It is a terrible thing to see such abomin- 
able falsehoods spread. Wherever we 
go we hear of unrest and are told that we 
may expect to be ‘‘murdered,”’ “killed,” 
“robbed.” I go on my _ horse every-

where, and everybody knows I am a 
Jew; there is no hiding the fact. I do 
not go only among Jews. I also go 
amongst Moslems and Arabs, and find 
them most hospitable. In the Arab 
villages I have never paid one penny 
for hospitality for myself or the man who 
accompanies me on my journeys. They 
are very kind indeed, these poor Arabs. 


The Returning Remnant 


I believe God has brought these young 
men and young women to Palestine 
for a purpose. I believe they are what 
we may term quite conscientiously the 
“returning remnant.’’ If you do not 
call them that, call them a part of what 
will form the returning remnant. 

Some say they are not spiritual. I 
know my Jewish brethren in America, 
England, Scotland, Germany, Egypt, 
and I must confess that I never knew 
that my people possessed such a class as 
these Zionists Haluzim idealists. 

They are literally advancers, pioneers. 
Think of them living on the mountains, 
without shelter, the very necessities ot 
life denied them! 

I remember a native Christian showing 
me a cartoon in a paper. They have a 
kind of Stals, in Arabic, published in 
Beyrout. That picture represented num- 
bers of those young men dying of disease, 
malaria, and from exposure, and a 
Kurd, one of the class who killed the 
Armenians, standing by asks Mr. Balfour: 
“Why do you object to killing these 
fellows? Is it better to give them over 
to the Zionists?” 

They are young men and women, 
their ages ranging from sixteen to thirty, 
belonging to the most respectable social 
order and not wanting to amass fortunes. 
I saw them breaking stones for the roads, 
and now they have actually built a high- 
way from Haifa to Nazareth, and from 
Nazareth to Tiberias. What did they 
get? Three shillings a day, and some- 
times less. 

Among them are men of the highest 
attainment. God, I believe, has given 
them a wonderful power otf endurance, 
a wonderful tenacity, to bear all these 
things. He will bring them through the 
fire, and they will come out of it a puri- 
fied people who will uphold that banner 
which will have emblazoned upon it, 
“Holiness unto Jehovah.”’ 


Changed Attitude Towards Christ 


We have discovered a great change 
in their attitude towards Christ. Our 
great need as missionaries among them 
is really good literature, especially 
Hebrew literature. In dealing with the 
Jew we need to have some definite, 
historica' ground to which to refer him. 

Now a very cultured Jew has actually 
printed in the Holy City The Life of 
Our Lord Jesus Christ. It is a_ big 
volume and expensive tor the Jews there: 
it costs 19s. 6d. 

Naturally, the Jerusalem Jews got very 
angry about it. We have two classes 
ot Jews in Palestine—the Jerusalem 
Jews, and the Jews that I call the 
“returning remnant.”’ They are as dit- 
ferent as day from night. The Jerusalem 
Jew mourns for Zion all the time, and 
expects that Jehovah will build it, 
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while he lies in bed and sings praises. 
The others, the “returning remnant,” 
say that Jehovah will re-build Zion by 
giving them strength and power to build. 
I consider them the better class, though 
I myself belong to the Jerusalem Jews. 

This ‘‘returning remnant” picked up 
the book to which I have just referred, 
and it opened a new avenue tor the 
sale of the New Testament. We are 
selling Scriptures at the rate of at least 
£10 a month. ’ We have found amongst 
these people an open heart, an open 
door; we have won their confidence. 

We have found, as I have said, that 
they have changed in their attitude 
towards the person of Christ. 

Let me tell you an interesting thing. 
The Jew who wrote the book on our 
Lord’s life, wrote also a number of ar- 
ticles on Christianity in a Hebrew paper 
called He'athid, and in that paper he was 
more reverent than in some parts of the 
book. I had a talk with him, and I said, 
“You have changed, doctor. You have 
made a few things tar different,’”’ and he 
said, ‘‘Come into my library.’”’ There 
he took up three volumes on theology, 
written by a Christian professor. He 
opened parts of them, and on looking 
those through I was obliged to say 
that the Jew was more reverent than this 
supposed Christian theologian. It is 
embarrassing when one deals with Jews 
who read books written by Christians 
of that type. I felt ashamed. 


Effect of Corrupt Christianity 


But this ‘‘returning remnant” has not 
changed towards the church. The Jews 
come from Russia, Rumania and other 
places where the church was the head of 
every persecution against them. 

But, putting Russia and those other 
countries aside, let us talk about Pales- 
tine. What do they see there, what 
Christianity do they see? 

It isa most sadthing. Youremember, 
on December 9, 1917,the whole Christian 
world was thrilled and every heart 
praised God, for Jerusalem was delivered. 
A Christian conqueror entered into the 
Holy City on toot and took possession 
of Jerusalem. We praised God for it. 
A Christian was appointed governor 
ot Jerusalem, and Christian governors 
were appointed for Haifa and other 
places. 

But in the heart ot the Holy City 
there is a big Christian church. In 
that Christian church there was trouble. 
There were Latins who claimed it, 
there were also Greek Orthodox, and 
Copts, and Abyssinians. 

General Allenby, who conquered Pales- 
tine, did not know what to do with that 
church. Why did not he appoint a 
Christian committee to keep order in it? 
He could not find any. What did he do? 
He appointed an old Moslem to take 
charge of that Christian church. 

A very jolly fellow that Mohammedan 
is—I know him. He makes up the 
time-table tor every service, and laughs 
all the time, and tells you, “I’m there to 
keep order and prevent Christians 
kitling one another!’’ Did you not read 
in the papers yesterday that Copt 
Christians killed a Latin in the Church 
of the Holy Sepulcher? 


The Greek hates the Latin, the Latin 
hates the Armenian, the Armenian hates 
both. There are twelve different sects, 


and they hate one another. These are 
difficulties in the way of the Jew’s accept- 
ance of the gospel. 

The “returning remnant” arrive from 
Russia and Rumania, where they have 
drunk the bitterest dregs of the cup of 
sorrows, and in Palestine, in their own 
country, they hear the voice, ‘““You are 
not wanted.’ Not wanted even there! 
Can you expect that those Jews should 
readily accept Christianity? 

We have to go to Israel and show them 
the true idea of Christianity, the true 
mode ot worship, the way of salvation. 
The first fruit of Christianity is love. 


What If Britain Leaves Palestine? 


Let me tell you, if Britain goes away 
trom Palestine and the Turk comes back, 
it will mean a slaughter of the Christians, 
and not merely a slaughter ot the Jews. 
Let me also tell you that the Jews and 
the Arabs have lived at peace for many 
centuries. The Arabs themselves are 
not against the Jews. 

When our secretary and Mr. Cadbury 
visited Palestine, I felt it was a matter 
for gratitude, and an evidence of the 
working of the divine Spirit. I just 
let them see things as they were. | 
arranged no special shows for them. 

A Moslem, a noble man, whose son 
lives with our missionary because he 
feels he is sater with him—that Moslem, 
a religious man, made me promise that 
when Mr. Cadbury and Mr. Exley came 
I should bring them to have a meal; 
because Moslems are very great in hos 
pitality. ‘ 

While we were there, a crowd came in, 
a deputation of leading Arabs from 
different villages to create some trouble. 
Who was the leader of them? A very 
man, and a so-called Christian, 
but very bitter. We are doing something 
which they do not like. We are doing 
work that God wants us to do—to bring 
peace to these people, and God is helping 
us in a most remarkable way.

What of the Tribulation? 


We have many Christian friends, and 
I receive ever so many letters from them. 
“When is the Tribulation coming?” 
they will ask. They come up to me and 
say, ‘‘Is the time of the Gentiles ended? 
And when is the Tribulation coming?” 

Dear friends, we wait on the coming 
of the Lord daily, hourly. But I say 
to my Christian friends, ‘‘The Jews have 
already drunk the bitterest dregs of the 
cup of sorrow. Do you want another 
Tribulation for them?” 

They say, ‘‘Yes, because when the 
Tribulation comes, the Lord comes, 
and I shall see the Lord face to face, and 
I shall become like Him.”’ 

“Where will you bein the Tribulation?” 

“T shall be caught up in the air.” 

Is not that rather selfish? Do not 
you think we should seek to see that 
these people become as we are, so that 
we all shall rejoice together when the 
great King comes? 

The Word of God is true, and nobod: 
will ever be able to change it. But 
He does not tell us to wait continually 
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{or the Tribulation. He tells us to tell 
people to “‘flee from the wrath to come,” 
to invite them to join the company 
of the apostles and saints. That is 
what we want you totry and help us to do. 

Vhen the Lord ot glory was crucified 


at Calvary, the Roman governor wrote 
in three languages, in Latin, Greek, and 
Hebrew, “Jesus the King of the Jews.” 
The Jews did not like it, and they told 
him, ‘‘Do not say that; say, He said he 
was King of the Jews.’’ The Roman 


governor said, ‘‘What I have written 
I have written.”’ 

Some day that same Jesus will return 
in glory to His ransomed people, and 
His waiting church, bearing that same 
title, ‘‘King of the Jews.”’ 


Christ and Antichrist in Russia 


Y present visit to Central 
Europe has thrown additional 
light on the situation here as 
well as in Eastern Europe and 


| hope to give you an account of this 
later. For the present I give some 


impressions and information concerning 
Russia, as I believe the battle between 
unseen as well as seen forces in that 
land will have much to do with the 
welfare of the world and the advance 
ment of the kingdom of God. 

Pastor Lohman’s Views 

One of the leading evangelical men in 
Central Europe, Pastor Lohman, was in 
Russia previous to the war, and had 
access to the court. 
He found there 
amongst the court 
officials and the in- 
telligentsia, or so-call- 
ed upper classes, a 
state of great cor- 
ruption and immor- 
ality, a seeking after 
heathen cults and 
spiritism such as 
characterized large 
groups who followed 
after Rasputin [and 
others. 

On the other hand 
there was a= small 
group who were earn- 
estly seeking after 
the gospel, having 
been awakened to a 
sense of their need 
through the faithful 
preaching of the late 
Lord Radstock and 
others. Pastor 
Lohman believes the 
revolution was by the leading or pe.mis- 
sion of God, and was His way of bringing 
judgment upon this corrupt condition, 
even though the lower classes who took 
the place of leaders were decidedly 
anti-Christian, hating even the name 
of Christ. 

He speaks of the revolutionary party 
as an instrument to thrust aside the rul- 
ing classes, to break in on the arrogance 
and authority of the so-called orthodox 
church, and to prepare the way for the 
working of the Spirit of God. The 
kingdom of God and the kingdom of 
Satan grow and develop side by side, the 
Wheat and the tares growing together, 
until the time of harvest, conditions 
becoming more tense, and the struggle 
more intense, as the end of the age ap- 
proaches.

jenski, a friend of the philosopher men- 
tioned, Mr. Soloviev, who was himself 
not connected with the church, and classed 
as an unbeliever, called for the Bible in 
his dying moments, turned to Luke 15 
and told his family to stand by that. 
The Spirit of God is manifestly work- 
ing in Russia even in the materialism, 
Modernism and the Devil’s caricature of 
things spiritual through Spiritism and 
other cults closely allied. Pentecostal 
blessings and grace are still available, 
and needless to say much needed. 
Revival Among Prisoners 
Many Russian prisoners were taken 
by the Germans during the war and in- 
terned in some twenty different prison 
camps. Among these men the Spirit 
of God began to work, and in the be- 
ginning of 1919 there came a remarkable 
awakening with many brought to the 
Lord, and as they were permitted to 


return to their own country they carried 
with them the blessing which had come 
to them. 

From these men there came a written 
request to some of the leaders in Ger- 
many to come to their assistance, and 
this call met with a ready response from 
such men as Count K. Pahlen, Pastor 
W. L. Jack, Pastor L. Kroeker and J. 
Svensson, whom God had also been 
preparing for this emergency and call. 

Description of the Workers 

Count Pahlen isa Russian, well known 
in court circles in Petrograd and else- 
where. His father was Minister of Jus- 
tice under Alexander III, and the Count 
was a personal advis- 
er to Queen Alexan- 
dra, and a_ staunch 
friend of the Jews 
by whom he was 
much loved for his 
devotion to their 
cause. He was gover- 
nor over various prov- 
inces in Russia and 
an attendant at the 
court. On account 
of his connection 
with the royal party 
he was compelled to 
flee for his life, with 
thousands of others, 
when the revolution 
came. He was a 
devoted Christian of 
simple apostolic 
faith, having been 
— brought to Christ 
through the awaken- 
ing which God gave 
through Lord 4'Rad- 
stock, who *,was his 
close and devoted friend. 

Pastor Jack is a German by birth, 
but had labored much in the gospel in 
Russia, and being there when the war 
began he was interned, and was only 
released because of the revolution, re- 
turning to Germany in time to respond 
to the call from the prison camps for 
help. 

Pastor Kroeker is a Russian by birth 
and he was in consequence interned in 
Germany and only released after the 
revolution in time to answer the call. 

So God was working in and through 
the darkness in Russia and in Germany 
preparing His way and preparing His men, 
even as He prepared Joseph, that He 
might plan and carry out His work of 
grace. 

A Russian Bible Institute 


These men of God formed Bible 
classes and taught the new converts 
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A Meeting in a Camp of Russian War Prisoners 


in the various camps, and out of this 
work grew a Bible institute for Russians 
at Wernigerode, Germany, the first 
students being selected from the Bible 
groups in the twenty different camps, 
one from each group. 

These men have now finished their 
studies and returned to as many prov- 
inces in Russia where they are engaged 
in the ministry of the Lord. Their 
first sessions were held in a _ rented 
building, but they now have their own 
buildings for the work, which I had the 
privilege of visiting. Up to the present 
time 400 Russians have been in the school 
preparing for work in their own land, 
for which they are better fitted than any 
workers from the outside. 


It was a pleasure to meet Count 
Pahlen for a short time and to have 
a more extended conference over the 
work with Pastors Jack and Kroeker 
who have acted as agents for the societies 
I represent in distributing relief in Russia 
and in sending in Scriptures. 

They are translating into Russian 
books written by Mr. Moody, Dr. 
Torrey and others, and are working at 
present on a concordance in the Russian 
language, there being no concordance 
printed at the present time. The prepa- 
ration of this has taken constant labor 
on the part of qualified men for three 
years and has been a labor of love. It 
will sell at cost, about fifty cents of our 
money, and will be given free to Russian 


pastors and workers who cannot afford 
to pay even this small sum of money. 
Material and Spiritual Aid 

There are many Russian refugees in 
Germany, perhaps half a million of the 
aristocracy and intelligentia, and many 
of these are now in great poverty. Five 
workers are giving their time to minister 
the gospel to them, and to minister to 
the needs of interested ones as seems 
wise and means are at hand, as they 
find it difficult to preach the gospel to 
hungry and = naked without 
showing some compassion, as our Lord 
did when here, for their material needs. 

We have taken steps to forward a 
shipment of clothing and will give 
other relief, as well as to help in the 
preaching of the gospel and the distribu- 
tion of the Scriptures, 

We have been enabled to get a fine lot 
of Bibles and Testaments into Russia, 
besides clothing for the needy, and 
money for food. 

Rev. Henry Hellyer is with me in 
Central Europe and expects to proceed 
to Russia again as soon as I return to 
America. In the meantime we plan to 
visit Austria and Poland, and to do what 
we can to forward evangelization among 
the Russian refugees, Jews and Gentiles. 
In Poland ‘‘a great door and effectual 
is opened’? and Moses Gitlin, a former 
Moody Institute student, is doing a good 
work, along with others. 

It is estimated there are 3,700,000 
Jews in Poland alone, besides the Rus- 
sians, who occupy the territory taken 
over by the Polish government from 
Russia, and with both classes there is now 
a wonderful opportunity to preach the 


real gospel.

see the well loved ones, or native land 
again! But the necessities of life were 
urgent, and he made the sacrifice, and 
the youthful love of adventure was some 
compensation. 

Finally the so long journey ended, his 
friends in Chicago found a position se-

cured with other laborers, but a stranger, 
not knowing our language, and therefore 
solitary among his comrades, he felt so 
keenly the isolation that in his humble 
cot at night his heart longing for his 
mother found relief in tears as he cried 
himself to sleep. 


Found the Lord in Moody Church 


Being young, and of active and strong 
mind, he speedily picked up the language 
so new and strange to him, and by a kind 
providence he began to attend services 
on the Sabbath at the Moody Church. 
He enjoyed the music, but liked not so 
well to go evenings, because the evening 
service being more evangelistic he was 
asked if he was saved and he did not 
enjoy answering, and would say “yes” 
to avoid further questions. 


His keen mind and sorrow-tried heart 
were fallow ground however; and the 
good seed lodged in the good soil, and 
bore fruit in his conversion. As he read 
in his Russian Bible, after his new 
birth, of the call of Peter and Andrew,

He asked the Lord to bestow that gift 
on him, and since then, this young 
nian reports that he has led two hundred 
to accept Christ. He says that he does 
not know whether all of the two hundred 
have continued consistent, but that two 
hundred accepted, confessed the faith, 
and made the start; and he is now going 
on in this work. 


Becomes a Personal Worker 


At first his fellow workmen said, 
“Peter, you are crazy; whatails you?”

evident to any intelligent and fair- 
minded person that the power, and 
wisdom to win souls is not mainly ‘of 
man, but of God. 
A Clear Providence 

This account of this young man should 
not be closed, I think, without a state- 
ment of what seems a clear providence 
in his coming to us. On account of the 
World War which began so soon after he 
left home, he could not send money to 
his folks, and in consequence of famine 
conditions which followed the war, 
three of his brothers and two of his sis- 


ters died of starvation, leaving only one 
brother in Russia, who is now in the 
Russian army. 

Had he remained at home who knows 
but that he would have been one of the 
victims, in one way or another, of the 
relentless war? In her want, at different 
times, we have sent food and clothing, 
and the message of the glad tidings to 
different parts of Russia, and the Lord 
manifestly has sent to us from Russia 
this young man who should be an inspi- 
ration for good to every young man 
in the United States. 


Religion Is Not Christianity

S PAUL passed by in Athens, 
that city full of idols, he per- 
Fl ceived that the people of the 
place were too superstitious, or, 
in other words, very religious. It was a 
city given to the love of philosophical 
and religious novelties, mainly inter- 
ested in the newest cult, ever looking 
for some new gospel; yet always un- 
satisfied and disappointed, building in 
its bafflement an altar to an unknown 
God. 
Paul an Example in Point 

Before the great Christian experience 
that came to him Paul had himself been 
a very religious man. A Hebrew of the 
Hebrews and a Pharisee of the strictest 
sect, the great apostle had done all that 
man could do to know God and please 
Him. Having not only the natural re- 
ligious gropings after God that remained 
among the Greeks, the religious tendency 
that is left in every human heart despite 
all the ravages of sin; but also the re- 
vealed religion of the Jews, Paul had 
attained to all the righteousness that the 
divine law could give him. He had pur- 
sued and persecuted Christians, with 
an intense zeal of God and most con- 
scientiously he had rejoiced in even put- 
ting them to death in the name of reli- 
gion. 

A man may be as much interested in 
religion as Herod was in the ideas of 
John the Baptist, as the Athenians were 
in Grecian mythology, as Saul was before 
he became Paul, and yet be a stranger 
to Christianity. 

Religion, both natural and revealed, 
is not Christianity. Self-righteousness 
rivals and hates Christianity. Chris- 
tianity includes true religion, fulfilling 
all reachings after God and all earlier 
revelations of Him, but religion does 
not include Christianity. Paul still 
repents of Judaism as the chief of sinners 
and exhorts Athenians and all other men 
to repent in view of judgment and be- 
lieve in Jesus and the resurrection. Re- 
ligion may be the Christianity of the old 
man, but Christianity is the religion of 
the new. 

Christianity’s Distinguishing Mark 

This is the distinguishing mark ot 
Christianity as compared with the best 
religion that competes with it for human 
faith. It proposes to wipe out the past 
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and start again. It tells even the teacher 
in Israel that he must and may be born 
again. It does that new thing that the 
soul is needy ot and often looking for, 
but never finding until it hears of Christ. 

Jesus looked upon a voung man and 
loved him as He heard his recital of his 
biameless history under the law of God, 
but, sympathizing with his sense of 
lack and wishing to bestow upon him the 
eternal life, told him to let the world 
go and tollow Him to heaven, to forsake 
his religion and become a Christian. 

Religions may propose various self 
improvements, much intellectual exer- 
cise, multiplied and vast benefits tor 
mankind. They assume the keeping of 
the first and great commandment and 
devote themselves to the good of their 
neighbors. Appropriating that relation 
of sonship to God that only Christ can 
give and that hope of blessed immor- 
tality that is the Christian’s privilege, 
they make the most of an unjudged 
world fearlessly, and inquire as to the 
whereabouts of death’s sting. 

But it belongs to the Christian religion 
alone to recognize the universal and 
awful fact of sin and to deal savingly 
with it. Sin couches in the noblest heart, 
ready to spring upon the soul in any of 
its manifestations. There is no human 
power that is strong enough to conquer 
it alone. 

There is a peace with God that flows 
from the Cross of Christ. There is a 
power of the Holy Spirit that can free 
the soul from sin’s dominion. But this 
peace and this power the world cannot 
give. And without them this world is 
but a desert though we try to make it a 
paradise. 

Sin will obey no one and it will spoil 
anything. There is no_ self-control 
against it and no torm of government 
can control it for the people. It issues 
in personal and public anarchy and it 
will have its final earthly manitestation 
in the terrible despotism of the Anti- 
christ, the man of sin, and the cruel 
tyranny of his ally, the religionist, the 
false prophet. 

The False Prophet on the Soap Box 

Such considerations enable us to 
measure the nature and the claims of 
selt-righteous Judaism and a multitude 
of religions and religious cults that intest 
our time. 


What Did D. L. Moody Teach About the Second Coming of Chrigt? 


An unenlightened conscience applauds 
the Jewish conception of legal right- 
eousness and good works as the basis 
ot acceptance with God. Christian truths 
are labeled as outworn dogmas, and the 
vain deceits of revamped philosophies 
and of unproved scientific theories are 
adopted as religious principles. Seduc- 
ing spirits and doctrines that are at heart 
demoniacal find ready enthusiasts in 
uninstructed perverters of the Scriptures. 
The ignorant are victims of their desires 
tor something better than their unprac- 
ticed Christianity. The climbing up 
by some other way than that of obed- 
ience to Christ’s teachings seems de- 
lightfully easy to mere protessors of his 
faith. 

It is not realized that the attempt to 
make an unauthorized entrance into the 
kingdom of God is no better than robbery 
and outrage. There is an Athenian rage 
for new thought in religion and for 
pseudo-scientific faith. The cities are 
filled with talse prophets and there is a 
false Christ on every soap box. It is 
a new vanity fair, with a new tower of 
Babel. 


The True Believer Stands Firm 


But Paul still finds some believers 
who rejoice in the power ot his gospel. 
They will endure unto the end, no matter 
how many may depart from Christ and 
walk no more with Him. There is a 
truth that holds when every other anchor 
drags; Christ has the words of eternal 
life! 


Where else shall we look for such a 
message? Who but Christ can deal with 
the sin question? Where can a guilty 
conscience find peace but on Calvary? 
How, without Christ, can our false selves 
be cast out? What other source is there 
tor spiritual nature, spiritual history, 
and a reliable heavenly hope? 


It is the sacrifice of Christ that recon- 
ciles us to God. It is the new birth that 
gives us new relation to God. It is by 
the Holy Spirit that we accomplish 
new history and become perfect at last 
in the glorious image of God's only 
begotten Son. 

There is no lite like that which is lived 
by the taith of that Son of God who loved 
us and gave Himself up tor us!

si UST the other week the writer had 

the privilege and joy of taking 

part ina great meeting of evan- 
Fgelical believers in Chicago. On 

the program were representatives of 
nearly all the large evangelical denomina- 
tions and a number of the smaller ones. 

“Among the speakers were theological 
professors, pastors, evangelists, lay work- 
ers, and, by no means least, missionaries 
from many parts of the world, including 
New Guinea and the New Hebrides. 
And it is worth noting that, with every 
forenoon, afternoon and evening of the 
week crowded with addresses, there was 


not in the meeting from beginning to 
end a single discordant note. Not one 
speaker thrust forward any denomina- 
tional shibboleth. And yet, and this 
is little short of remarkable, not one ot 
them was supposed to give up or compro- 
mise any distinctive denominational 
tenet that he held. When the Methodist 
went home, he was still a good Methodist; 
when the Presbyterian went home, ditto 
(with a change of names); when the 
Lutheran arrived at home, ditto again. 


“What was the secret of their unity? 
It was the Spirit of the Lord; it was 
their united stand on the great cardinal 
doctrines and principles of our holy 
religion, all of them holding and uphold- 
ing the inspiration of the Bible, the 
blessed trinity, the deity and humanity 
ot Christ, the vicarious atonement 





wrought by Christ in man’s behalf, and 
so on. 

“Now, I grant you that if a liberalistic 
theologian or dissecting biblical critic 
had come in with his propaganda, there 
would have been division at once. The 
salient point is that, when these various 
representatives of the evangelical de- 
nominations came together in conference, 
with none of the divisive element ot 
present-day rationalism intruding, there 
was the most perfect spiritual refresh- 
ment and intellectual harmony. 


“As a kind of obiter dictum, I would 
add that this great meeting, for it was 
very large in point of attendance, was in 
sharp contrast with the dissentient 
opinions and critical temper that marked 
a notable conference of liberalists in 
London, England, not so very long ago.”’ 


Thirty Laymen Protest

recently waited on their pastor and presented 
him the following declaration in writing, which 
they had previously signed.—Editors. 

E, THE undersigned members 

ot the church, 

deeply interested in fostering 

and maintaining the long cher- 
ished standards of faith and doctrine 
as set forth and expressed in the life and 
teachings of Jesus Christ, and witnessed 
by apostolic testimony recorded in the 
New Testament, reverently affirm and 
declare our allegience to the following 
doctrines of the Christian church, and 
particularly of the ——————— church 
of our faith and order, as essential tor 
its foundations of beliet: 


“1. The Holy Bible is in essence 
and in fact the Word of God, given by 
divine inspiration, with tull authority. 

“2. God the Father, Christ the 
Son, and the Holy Spirit, comprehend 


and constitute the Triune God, omnipo- 
tent, omniscient, and omnipresent. 

“3. Jesus Christ is the only-be- 
gotten Son of God, ‘in whom dwelleth 
all the fulness of the Godhead,’ who 
was from before the foundation of the 
world, who by virgin-birth was made 
flesh and dwelt among us in fulfilment 
of the promise of God’s holy prophets. 

“4. The true relationship of Christ 
to God the Father is that ot divine 
Sonship, and that by His vicarious 
sacrifice He paid the penalty of our 
sins and thereby made atonement for 
the sin of the world. 

“5. He was crucified, suffered and 
died upon the cross, was buried, arose 
bodily from the dead, and, after ap- 
pearing to His disciples, ascended 
into heaven, from whence He will 
come again to judge the quick and the 
dead and gather the redeemed into His 
everlasting Kingdom. 

“6. Only through taith in Christ, 
upon conviction of sin and true re- 


pentance, is a spiritual new-birth and 

a regenerated faith effected in the 

human heart. 

“These outstanding and _ elemental 
truths are so clearly and simply stated 
in the inspired writings that no sincere 
and tair-minded reader can fail to grasp 
their real and intended meaning. A 
denial of these recorded truths, or efforts 
to discredit them, are expressions of 
infidelity, a form of heresy abhorrent 
to our faith and belief, and repugnant 
to the time-honored doctrine of ou 
church and denomination. 

“Any professedly Christian ministe: 
serving ina ~church, who finds him 
self unable or unwilling to accept these 
truths, should have the good taste and 
the manly courage to vacate the place 
which he no longer has the moral right 
to occupy, and refrain from further 
teaching and preaching to people to 
whom his doctrines give great and justt- 
fied offense.

With the raucous voice of hucksters and 
peddlers, arose their cry, ‘Ol’ clo’! Ol’ 
clo’ to sell!”’ 

{hese men made a precarious living, 
going from door to door, begging and 
buying worn and cast off garments which 
they cleaned and mended and sold at a 
small profit to the dwellers in the slums. 
foday our cast off clothing is sold by 
Ladies’ Aids at “rummage sales,”’ gath- 
ered up by vans of Goodwill Industries, 
or taken by second-hand dealers who 
make their business known through 
newspaper advertisements. 


A New Type of ‘‘Old Clothes Man” 


A few weeks ago, we received a letter 
from Charles Hanson of Minneapolis, 
who told us that he was going from house 
to house in Minneapolis to beg worn and 
cast-off clothing. Because so many 
Russians were freezing to death, there 
came to Mr. Hanson—to use his own 
words—‘‘a vision to empty the unneces- 
sary clothes out of every closet in the 
United States, to clothe naked Russia.” 
These garments he is renovating and 
getting ready to send to starved and 
naked people in Russia. 

His object in writing us was to know 
if the American Bible Society would not 
make grants of the Holy Scriptures in 
the Russian language, so that he might 
put a Bible or Testament, or a Gospel, 
in a pocket of every single garment sent 
to Russia, so that not only the bodies 
of these unfortunate and suffering people 
be warmed by the clothes given, but that 
their souls might also be warmed and 
comforted, and themselves come _ to 
“know the great happiness that only 
Jesus can give.” “Often the mission- 
aries do not have time to talk to every 
one of the needy about Jesus, then these 
Bibles and Testaments will do the work 
instead,”’ 

Of course we could not resist such an 
appeal as that, and set aside $500 for 
this purpose, and immediately sent him 
an initial grant of 800 pieces of Russian 
Scriptures. By this most humane and 
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Christian co-operation we shall get the 
Word of God into thousands off Russian 
homes. 

Russians Are Religious 


It is very probable that many persons 
who get their impressions of Russian 
conditions through the daily press judge 
all the Russian people by the Soviet 
Government. This would be a great 
mistake. The present government may 
burn Jesus Christ in effigy, put to death 
many religious leaders, show their con- 
tempt for religion and by every means 
in their power seek to make Russia an 
atheistic and religionless country; yet 
this class, so far as numbers are con- 
cerned, are a minority, while the great 
mass of the Russian people are ineradi- 
cably religious and docile, and a deeply 
pious people. 





Several facts have just come to my 
attention which show the deep regard 
the Russians have for the Holy Scrip- 
tures. One religious worker states so 
scarce are Bibles in that distressed and 
famine stricken land that in spite of 
their poverty and lack of even the bare 
necessities of life, as high as $100 has 
been paid for a single Bible. But more 
astonishing than this is the story, learned 
from another source, of the means 
adopted to put the Book to the utmost 
possible use. I have been told that 
when a Bible is secured in a region that 
is destitute of the Scriptures, the Book 
is taken to pieces and a Gospel or a 
small portion is given to one congrega- 
tion, another Gospel or part is sent to 
another body of believers, and thus the 
Book is broken into fragments, that as 
many hungry souls as possible may get 
at least a crumb of this ‘Living Bread.” 
One instinctively thinks of Christ’s 
taking the loaves of the lad and breaking 
them and with them feeding a multitude. 


Conversions Traced to the Bible 


| was in a general conference on Russia 
some time ago, and a part of each day 
was given over to testimonies by Russian 
Christians. Without a single exception 
in the many experiences I heard, every 
man attributed his conversion to a Bible 
or Testament that had been put into his 
hands by a Bible colporteur. 

Russia truly has many needs today. 
Christian nations may fill many of them. 
Surely not one of the least of the needs 
of her people is the Word of God in the 
mother tongue. Christian people have 
the means, the" Bible societies have the 
printed Word and the soul of suffering 
Russia may be strengthened and saved 
by the co-operation of these two forces. 

These supplies are made ready and 
sent to Russia in charge of missionaries 
who personally give them away or super- 
vise their distribution. Mr. Hanson 
and his co-laborers have already sent 
many bales of clothing, each garment 
containing a piece of the Scriptures. 

We wish that we might find many 
earnest Christians who would like to 
share the task and the joy of this modern 
“Old Clothes Man.”

What Is True Religious Educa- 
tion? 
He said: ‘‘Education is many-sided 


and so is religious education. The pic- 
tures upon the wall of the home as well 
as the type of magazines provided, in 
fact, the whole environment of lite is 
educative. Teaching, however, involves 
definitely the influence and effort of a 
person called the teacher. It is well to 
remember that education does not need 
to be labeled in order to be religious, nor 
is all education religious because it bears 
that label. It religion is only ‘conscious- 
ness of the highest social values’ it is not 
religion as we have understood it. But 
the vital thing to recognize is that educa- 
tion may be religious without being Chris- 
tian in the scriptural sense. The test is 
not whether or not scientific method is 
used in the teaching, but whether it is 
the basis and content of the teaching. 
Scientific method may be used to impart 
truth given by revelation as well as truth 
scientifically discovered. The platform 
of our religious education must precede 
our program. A big program cannot 
long rest on a taulty foundation. True 
religious education will accept the 
Bible as a divine revelation, and cannot 
therefore believe that the problem is 


solved by developing an innate germ of 
goodness and making of One who came to 
give His lite a ransom, merely another of 
the great teachers of mankind. Again, 
teaching itself is not merely doing some- 
thing, it is being something. Teaching 
as a relation between persons is funda- 
mental to teaching as a process. But 
teaching is also a process, many-sided, 
and despite the strictures made upon it, 
the instructional side is not to be ignored. 
It not only has scriptural and _ historical, 
but psychological justification.”

and city schoolhouses are not con- 
sidered quite up to date unless equipped 
with a swimming pool; when workmen 
drive to their daily tasks in gas cars;

and child in the state out for a joy 
ride at the same time, it seems as though 
some genii had rubbed a modern Alad- 
din’s lamp and that we are living in 
Fairyland. The truth is that these 
things “handed to” the young people 
of today are results of toil and thrift— 
the subjugation of a_ wilderness— 
by men and women, who asked only 
a chance to try their strength, and 
to the triumphs of science and the 
discovery of truth.

It is sub- 
stituting a signboard for a work of 
mural art. It is tearing down a temple 
to build a warehouse. It is worse than 
putting Shakespeare into the modern 
English of the streets. ‘‘To be or not 
to be.”” “It’s a question whether I am 
to kill myself or not.” ‘The quality 


of mercy is not strain’d.’’ ‘Mercy 
does not hold out.’’ ‘‘How sweet the 
moonlight sleeps upon this bank!” 


“What a swell moonlight night.”

PRIVATE EXECUTIONERS OF THE 
LAW 

New York Times 

The Times publishes dispatches from 
several states, including Ohio, repre- 
senting the authorities as roused to 
action by the spread of peculiar types 
of lawlessness. From many places re- 
ports poured in of citizens kidnapped, 
called out of their homes and flogged 
by a masked mob, warned to leave the 
vicinity, or in some cases brought in 


imminent peril of their lives. There 
was no direct connection of these out- 
rages with the Ku Klux Klan, but 


the methods 


practiced were suspi - 
clously 


like those of that highly pa- 
triotic organization. The main point 
of interest, however, is that governors 
and sheriffs have been stirred to un- 
usual activity by these sporadic but re 
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curring outbreaks. Governor Walker 
of Georgia threatens to declare mar- 
tial law in Bibb County if conditions 
do not improve, and asserts his inten- 
tion, in any case, to employ the full 
power of the executive to enforce the 
law. 

It would be needless, and perhaps 
unfair, to point out that these whip- 
pings and deportations of white men 
have stirred southern governors more 
than have the lynchings of negroes. 
The two things go well together. They 
have a common root in the impulse 
of individuals to take the law into 
their own hands. Long ago it was 
predicted that unchecked execution of 
vengeance upon colored men _ would 
inevitably go further and affect the 
attitude of whole communities toward 
law enforcement in general. If it is 
conceded to be tolerable to take a 
negro out of a jail and hang him, it 
will not be long before it is consid- 
ered the right thing to lash a white 
offender and drive him out of the 
county or out of the state. There is 
no escape from all sorts of extremes 
and dangers the moment you teach 
people that it is proper for them to 
execute the law—in the sense of using 
physical violence against men and wo- 


men who have made themselves dis- 
liked or dreaded—instead of leaving 
that duty with the public authorities. 
So far as the plain speaking and reso- 
lute action of the governors tend to 
call people back to their senses, and 
to remind them in a stern way that 
they must not usurp the functions 
of the duly appointed officers of jus- 
tice, their course must be warmly 
commended. Too many Americans 
appear today to require the sharpest 
kind of notification that it is a crime 
for them to set themselves up as pro- 
secutor, judge, jury and executioner.

by a fervent evangelistic purpose. With 
this as the hub in the wheel, we may 
proceed to put in the spokes and all 
the other necessary parts of personal 
and church work.

Christian Citizenship 

Isaiah 62:1-7 
We should clearly distinguish between 
interpretation and _ spiritual 
application. Strictly interpreted, Zion 
means Zion, and not the church. Jeru- 
salem is a city on this earth, and not 
heaven. Such Scriptures as Luke 1: 
32, 33; Matthew 19:28; Acts 3:19-21, 
and Romans 11:25-27, should be read 
together with the Scripture lesson in 
order to get the proper interpretation 
of facts. After this, we may make 
spiritual application to the matter of 
Christian citizenship. 

In thinking along lines suggested 
by this topic, do not fail to put a proper 
emphasis on the word Christian. It 
might be well in the meeting to raise 
the question, ‘‘What constitutes a Chris- 
tian?” The best scriptural answer 
appears in 2 Corinthians 5:17. In these 
days, we must be on our guard against 
a refined paganism masquerading under 
the name of Christianity. There is 
a tremendous difference between the 
vague religiousness and a vital Chris- 
tian experience. It is well to read 
the third chapter of John frequently, 
and to remember that both logically 
and chronologically, it comes _ before 
the fifth chapter of Matthew. In other 
words, the Christian ethic must be 
preceded by the Christian life, which life 
is the result of a personal and spiritual 
union with the crucified and_ risen 
Christ.

Christian will seek 
duties and _ respon- 
sibilities as a citizen. He will render 
unto Caesar the things which are 
Caesar’s. He will be subject to the 
higher powers. He will meet his obliga- 
tions in the payment of dues and taxes 
(Rom. 13:1, 7). He will honor those 
in authority and will make intercession 
for them (1 Tim. 1:2). He will vote 
and work for law and order. He will 
combat social iniquity, and in every 
way seek to promote the welfare of his 
city and state. Notwithstanding all 
this, the spiritually intelligent Chris- 
tian will not expect to see the world 
converted to God or the millennium 
introduced by these means. He is not 
pessimistic, nor is he indifferent to the 
value of Christian citizenship, but being 
instructed out of the Scriptures, he 
knows that this present age of grace 
is an elective age in which God is taking 
out from the nations a people who 
believe His testimony concerning His 
Son. When this is completed, then 
God will bring in His own self-appointed

How Can We Answer Those Who 
Say That Prohibition Does 
Not Prohibit? 
Habakkuk 2:1-14 

The objectors to prohibition can 
be answered with facts. Medical au- 
thorities are strongly arrayed against 
the use of alcohol, as the following 
testimony will show. 

“Liquor in all its forms, and used 
for any purpose whatever, I believ« 
to be an unmitigated evil. I believ: 
in fighting it in every way possible.’ 
Dr. Howard A. Kelley of John Hopkins 
University. 

“The physician should have blazoned 
before him, ‘If you can do no good 
do no harm.’ If this rule is adhered 
to, in ninety-nine cases out of a hun- 
dred, the physician wil! give no alcohol.” 
J. H. Musser, M. D., Philadelphia, Pa. 

‘“‘As president of the American Medical 
Association, I do not feel that I can 
emphasize strongly enough the harm 
that can be done by the use of alcoho! 
in tuberculosis, and the indiscriminat« 
use of it certainly borders on the crim 
inal.’ F. M. Pottenger, M. D. 

“No alcohol is used medicinally in 
my hospital wards. Beer and wine is 
not permitted to convalescents.’’ Dr 
James P. Warbasse. 

The labor world is also in favor of 
prohibition. Mr. Warren S. Stone, 
chief of the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers, says, ‘‘The International Con- 
vention of the Brotherhood of Loco 
motive Engineers assembled in Cleve 
land in 1918, declared by a unanimous 
vote, in favor of world-wide prohibition. 
The vote was cast by 828 delegates, 
representing 90,000 locomotive engineers 
in the United States and Canada.” 

Mr. W. G. Lee, president of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Trainmen, 
declares: “I can very emphatically 
say that so long as the eighteentl 
amendment is on the statute books 
of the country, the Brotherhood of 
Railroad Trainmen is in favor of it 
enforcement, as it is in favor of the 
enforcement of all the laws of the coun- 
try.” 

According to federal census reports, 
a capital investment of over $4000 
was required to employ one wage earne: 
in the manufacture of liquor, com 
pared with less than $2000 in othe: 
industries. The transfer of capital from 
the manufacture of liquor has materiall\ 
helped the employment situation. 

On June 3, a letter containing thi 
following information was sent to Mi 
Volstead by a friend of prohibition 
in New York City: 

“Some years ago, a German chemist 
was brought to New York by a certain 
brewing company. Said chemist was 
brought to make beer without malt 
or hops. A five-year contract, at 
salary of $10,000 a year, was arrange 
When said chemist had been two yea 
here, the brewery company had found 
out his formula for the making of beer 
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‘thout malt or hops, so they dis- 
rged him. The chemist then brought 
in the Supreme Court in New 


k City for the sum of $30,000, 
ing the balance of the contract. 
stated, under oath, that the beer 

s manufactured at a cost of less 
one cent per gallon! He also 

how many hundreds of thousands 

of gallons he had made during the 
two years while he was in the employ 
of the company. He made samples 
in court of the said beer.

Lessons from the Psalms—the 
Church Psalm 


Psalm 4:1-12 


This psalm may be regarded not 
only as the church psalm, but as the 
pilgrim’s psalm. In the first four 
verses there is an expression of the 
pilgrim’s longing for the house of God. 
“How lovely are thy tabernacles, O 
Lord of hosts! My soul longeth, yea, 
even fainteth for the ,courts of the 
Lord: my heart and my flesh cry out 
for the living God.” This expresses 
the intense desire of the pilgrim for the 
dwelling place of God. 


In verses 5-7, we have a picture of 
the pilgrim’s Ss present experience, “Blessed 
is the man whose strength is in thee.”’ 
During our pilgrimage, strength and 
comfort are both needed, so that ‘‘pass- 
ing through the valley of weeping,”’ 
it is transformed into a place of springs. 
The power to transform difficulties 
into blessings, the power to triumph 
over obstacles, is necessary in the life 
of the pilgrim. Ability to do it comes 
to those whose strength is in the Lord. 


In verses 8-10, we have the pilgrim’s 
prayer. It is a prayer for journey- 
ing mercies, in which God is regarded 
as a shield of defense along the way. 
The prayer is marked with fervency 
and directness, and indicates the choice 
of the pilgrim concerning a place in 
the house of God. 

[he psalm closes in verses 11 and 
12 with an expression of confidence: 
“God is a sun and a shield: He will 
give grace and glory; and no good 
thing will He withhold from them that 
walk uprightly.’’ With this confidence 
the pilgrim is encouraged to the end. 


The psalm may be regarded first 
as a picture of a Jewish pilgrim on 
the way to one of the great feasts at 
Jerusalem, anticipating at the end 
fellowship with Jehovah through the 
Temple service. It may also be regarded 


as a picture of the Christian pilgrim 
on the way to the Father’s house—the 
house of many mansions. A study of 
the psalm from both of these angles 
will reveal profitable lessons.

Question: What is meant by the 
language of John 3:5? 
Py Answer: The passage has caused 
commentators no little trouble. Some 
would not capitalize the word ‘‘Spirit’’; 
but since it evidently refers to the 
Holy Spirit in the next verse it would 
seem necessarily to refer to Him in verse 
five also. As to the term “water,” 
of course there is no thought of ‘‘bap- 
tisimal regeneration.” Prior to New 
Testament times water had been em- 
bodied in an imnitiatory rite in the re- 
ceiving of Jewish proselytes. John the 
Baptist also had been employing water 
as an initiatory rite for entrance into 
the kingdom of Heaven; and in the Chris- 
tian church it was soon to become the 
visible door of entrance. Water was the 
symbol of purification. Nicodemus ought 
not to have needed instruction about 
these matters, for water and Spirit 
had been brought together in the evangel 
proclaimed by the prophet Ezekiel 
(37:25-27) in connection with the glories 
of the kingdom age, the regeneration of 
Isracl, and the visible reign of the 
Messiah.

Answer: We know of no such com- 
mandments. But because the Christian 
Sunday was early substituted by the 
church for the Jewish Sabbath, the com- 
mandments of the seventh day of the 
week were naturally transferred to the 
first day. Besides, since civil govern- 
ments have made laws to guard the 
sacredness of the first day of the week, 
it becomes Christians, who are enjoined 
to be subject to the powers that be, to 
have respect to these laws. 





JEPHTHA’S DAUGHTER 
R. K., Boulder, Colo. 

Questions: What became of Jeph- 
tha’s daughter after the two months’ 
mourning? Did Jephtha slay her? If 
not, what sense was there in her asking 
two months to bewail her virginity? 

Answers: Jephtha’s vow (Judges 
1:31) was in two parts: Either what 
came forth from his house to meet him 
would be dedicated to the Lord; or (not 
‘“‘and”’), if unsuitable for this, it would be 
offered up as a burnt offering. Since it 
was his own daughter who came to meet 
him it would have been wrong to offer 
her as a sacrifice (Lev. 18:21; 20:2-5). He 
performed his vow by dedicating his 
daughter to Jehovah by perpetual virgin- 
ity. This is the reason why she asked to 
bewail her virginity for two months. It 
may be that she spent the balance of her 
life in some sp-cial service in connection 
with the tabernacle.

Israel a Missionary Nation 


Exodus 19:1-6; Isaiah 43:9-11; 
45:20-22 

Golden Text:—‘‘Ye shall be untaq 
me a kingdom of priests and an holy 
nation.’’—Exodus 19:6. 

I. Israel’s Exalted Position (Exod. 
19:1-6). 

The descendants of Abraham had 


now become a multitude and the time 
had come to organize them into a 
nation. In order to enable them to 
see what a wonderful privilege was 
theirs, God displayed His majesty on 
Mount Sinai. In His message to them, 
He gave them a look backward and 
forward. 

1. A Review of Their Past History 
(v. 4). He reminds them of what 
He had done to the Egyptians when 
He brought them out of their cruel 
bondage, and that His divine care 
over them had been as that of an eagle 
over her young. He had not merely 
brought them out of Egyptian bondage, 
but unto Himself. God’s_ salvation 
is not merely deliverance from _ sin, 
but a. union with Himself; 

2. Promises of Future Greatness 
(vv. 5, 6). On condition of obedience 
to His voice, and faithfulness to their 
covenant obligations, He promised them 


a peculiar relationship to Himself. This 
relationship is three-fold: 
(1) The Lord’s peculiar treasure 


above all people. This is the treasure 
of Matthew 13:44. If this is recognized, 
the parable is quiteclear. Failure to allow 
Scripture to interpret Scripture results 
in confusion. 

(2) A kingdom of priests. “A king- 
dom whose citizens are all priests living 
wholly in God’s service and ever enjoy- 
ing the right of access to Him.’”’ In 
this kingdom, there is united sacerdotal 
privilege and royal dignity. 

(3) An holy nation. A nation set 
apart for the work of God. Realizing 
this, they would be impelled to a stand- 
ard of living which would be worthy of 
their high calling. Separation from sin 
and a positive stand for the right would 
always be demanded. The failure of 
this chosen nation is largely the explana- 
tion of the world’s distress. Had Israel 
shown the nations the way to go, they 
would not have gone so far into sin. 

II. Israel’s Pressing Obligation 
(Isa. 43:9-11). 

1. God’s Challenge to the Heathen 
Nations (v. 9). They were asked to 
assemble their witnesses to see if they 
were able to make known the future as 
God had done through the prophets 
of Israel. They are either to make 
good their predictions or to acknowledge 
the truth as declared by God’s prophets, 


Namely, that God is the alone God. 
2. israel God’s Witness (v. 10). 
This nation had been brought so clearly 


into touch with God, had so many times 
October, 1923 


experienced His mighty hand to deliver, 
that they were competent witnesses. 
Not only the nation was a witness, but 
the prophets from that nation had so 
many times witnessed and their pre- 
dictions were so completely fulfilled 
that the whole world knew that God 
was the one and only God and Saviour. 
The only way the world can know that 
God is a forgiving God is through the 
witnessing of His redeemed people. 
How sorely this testimony is now needed! 
How miserable has been Israel’s failure! 

III. Israel’s Message (Isa. 45:20- 
22). 

The message which Israel was to 
give was that God was the Saviour 
of all the nations. Israel misinterpreted 
and misapplied this message. They 
claimed Him as their God and denied 
Him to the heathen. Though they 
have thus failed and the world is in 
darkness because of it, one day they 
shall go to the ends of the earth with 
it, and the result will be the ushering 
in of the Golden Age of which men of 
all ages have dreamed. 

1, The Idolatrous Nations Are In- 
vited to Draw In. 

2. They Are Challenged to Bring 
Their Reasons for Worshiping Idols 
in the Light of the Fact that God the 
Saviour Wasthe only God. 

3. They Are Given an Invitation 
to Look unto God. They were not 
asked to do something to be saved, 


but to look to the Saviour. Sinners 
today need only to look to Christ. 
What a wonderful day when Israel 


shall declare this message to all nations 
in the power of the Holy Spirit!

I. Israel’s Geographical Position 
(Josh. 1:1-4, cf, Ezek. 5:5).

1. Their Leader (Josh. 1:1). Joshua 
was Moses’ assistant. He led the 
Israelites to victory over the Amalekites 
soon after their escape from Egypt. 
He was with Moses in the Mount when 
the law was given. He was one of the 
spies sent into the land of Canaan. 
When Moses knew that his time ot 
departure was nigh he appointed Joshua 
as his successor. 

2. Conditions of the Possession} of 
the Land (v. 3). The land was theirs 
by God’s promise, but it became theirs 


only as their feet advanced to take 
possession of it. Because of their lack 
of faith, courage and obedience they 


never enjoyed the full possession of the 
land, even part ot it was left in the hands 
of the original possessors who were 
thorns in Israel’s flesh, shamefully 
polluting her moral and spiritual life. 
Christians today !ack the riches of the 
Heavenly Father’s blessings because 
ot their want ot taith and courage. 

, 3. Its Boundaries (Josh. 1:4). On 
the north it was bounded by the rugged 
mountains of Lebanon; on the east 
by the Euphrates River; on the south 
by the “great and terrible’ desert, 
a barren region through which the 
children of Israel had wandered for 
forty years; and on the west by the 
MediterraneangSea. It included all 
of Mesopotamia. Israel’s lack of faith 
prevented them trom possessing fully 
this land. The nearest approach to 
it was in the days of David and Solomon. 
Though they failed because of un- 
belief, God’s promises cannot fail. One 
day, in the perhaps not distant future, 
Israel shall be in the land. 


Il. Israel’s Spiritual and National 
Position (Isa. 2:2-4; 19:23-25). 


This pictures the place of influence 
which shall be exercised by Israel in 
a future time. 

«1. When It Shall Be (v. 2). ‘“‘In 
the last days.’ By “last days’ is 
usually meant in Scripture the times 
ot the Messiah, for this is the primary 
subject of all prophecy. 

mw 2. What Shall It Bej(v. 2). The 
restorationgof thegkingdom of Judah 
to the place of pre-eminence among the 
nations of the world. ‘‘Mountain”’ in 
Scripture symbolizes kingdom (see Dan. 
2:35; Rev. 13:1, 17:9-1). This vision 
of Zion’s glory refers to the millennial 
age, at which time other nations ot 
the world will learn ot the true God 
through the chosen nation. 


3. The Result (vv. 2-4). The return 


of God's favor to this chosen people 
shall be “‘life from the dead’’ to the 
nations of the earth (Rom. 11:15). 


(1) Nations shall flow unto it (v. 

This pictures the masses of the people 
moving toward Jerusalem like streams 
from all parts of the earth. (2) Nations 
encouraging each other (v. 3). All 
jealousies are now taken from nations, 
and with good will to each other they 
are moving to Jerusalem, the world’s 
capital. They are going there to be 
taught of God the right way to walk. 
They go to be instructed out of His

Holy Word. There is but one way 
to peace in the world, that is, back to 
God through the Holy Scriptures. The 
greatest enemies to national and world 
peace are those who are taking away 
the Bible from the people and the 
nations. (3) Peace in the earth (v. 4). 
When Israel shall be in her God-ap- 
pointed place with Jesus Christ as 
King, then war will be over. The 
implements of war will then be des- 
troyed. (4) Friendly communication 
(Isa. 19:23-25). As soon as wickedness 
is taken from men’s hearts they will 
establish means of friendly communica- 
tion. Israel shall then be acknowledged 
as a blessing in the earth. 





October 28 
Some Missionary Teachings of the 
Prophets 
Isaiah 60:1-3; Jonah 4:10, 11; Micah 
4:1-3; Zephaniah 3:9 

Golden Text:—‘‘The Gentiles shall 
come to thy light, and kings to the 
brightness of thy rising.’’—Isaiah 60:3. 

Perhaps the best way to teach this 
lesson will be to note the message of 
the individual prophet. 

I. The Message of Isaiah (Isa. 
60:1-3). 

1. Its Central Fact (v. 1). Israel’s 
light, her Redeemer, has come. The 
primary meaning of this is not the 
incarnation of the Redeemer, but His 
manifestation in glory and power as 
He comes back to this earth to reign 
as Israel’s King. This glorious fact 
is presented under the figure of a bright 
sunrising. It will be a glorious morning 
without clouds dawning upon a dark 
world. 

2. The Ringing Summons (v. 1). 
Messiah Himself calls Israel to arouse 
from her long sleep of indifference and 


shine forth in the glory of her glorious 
King. 
3. The Darkened Earth (v. 2). 


In spite of all the progress of the arts 
and sciences spiritual darkness, blind- 
ness touching spiritual things, has settled 
down upon theearth. It will be peculiarly 
gross in the last days. It can only be 
dispelled by the glorious appearing 
of the Lord. 

4. The Blessed Result (v. 3). The 
Gentile nations shall come into the 
light, being attracted to Zion by the 
appearing of the Lord. In the midst 
of such darkness the sudden appearing 
of the light shall attract the nations 
and draw them to Jerusalem. 

II. The Message of Jonah (Jonah 
4:10, 11). 

Jonah was commanded by the Lord 
to go to the wicked city Nineveh and 
proclaim its destruction in forty days. 
He started in the opposite direction in 
order to escape this unpleasant task. 
A storm came up and the superstitious 
sailors threw him overboard. He was 
swallowed by a great fish and after 
three days and nights was cast upon 
the shore. Having learned the needed 
lesson he went to Nineveh and preached 
with such earnestness that the whole 
city 1epented. The mercy shown by 
the Lord in sparing this wicked city 
so angered Jonah that he went out of 
the city and improvised a shelter where 


he could see as to whether God would 


really destroy Nineveh. To protect 
the prophet, God made a gourd to 
quickly spring up and throw a shade 
over him. When the gourd died and 
left Jonah exposed to the burning sun 
he prayed for death. The particular 
message of Jonah is that God is great 
in mercy to all the nations when they 
penitently turn unto Him from their 
sins. 

III. The Message of Micah (Mic. 
4:1-3). 

In this passage the prophet portrays 
the blessings of Messiah’s kingdom 
in the last days. Three things are 
predicted: 

1. The Supremacy of His Kingdom 
be exalted above all 


(v. 1). It shall 

the kingdoms of the earth. Its glory 

shall attract the people from afar. 
2. The Extent of It (v. 2). Many 


nations shall come with the urgent 
equest that others accompany them. 
The kingdom of Messiah shall be uni- 
versal; it shall extend from sea to sea 
and from the river to the ends of the 
earth. 

3. It Shall Bring Peace (v. 3). 
Enmity will then be taken from men’s 
hearts and they will love each other. 
When their hearts are changed they 
will no longer wage war against each 
other, they will even destroy their 
implements of warfare. War will con- 
tinue till men’s hearts are regenerated. 
The way to get wars to cease is to get 
men to love Jesus Christ. 

IV. The Message of Zephaniah 
(Zeph. 3:9). 

Zephaniah declares that following 
the judgment upon the nations God will 
turn the people from their impure speech 
so that they may call upon Him. He 


declares that God’s will is that all 
nations turn from their filthy con- 
versation and call upon Him. He 
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desires that all nations should come 
unto Him.

Psalm 101:1-8; Proverbs 23:29-35 

;olden Text:—‘“I will set no wicked 

thing before mine eyes.’’-—Psalm 101:3. 
Principles of a Righteous Life 

(Psa. 101:1-8). 
his is a Psalm of David the king, 
and therefore shows the conduct of 
It is divided into two sections 
—the first, verses 1-4, refers to personal 
conduct, and the second, verses 5-8, to the 
government of others. This part of 
the lesson can only refer to the des- 
truction of the saloon in the sense that 
all evil is to be uprooted and destroyed. 

1. Personal Conduct (vv. 1-4). (1) 
Kindness and judgment (v. 1); (2) 
wise behaviour (v. 2); (3) all malice 
put away (v. 3); (4) all wickedness put 
aside (v. 4). 

2. Government of Others (vv. 5-8). 
Only as one is right in his own heart 
and life is he fit to rule others. As a 
righteous man he will be against (1) 
the slanderer (v. 5); he would not 
tolerate such in his presence. (2) The 
worker of deceit (v. 7); the deceitful 
man and the liar were to be removed 
from his sight. (3) All workers of 
iniquity (v. 8); it is the duty of rulers 
to see that all workers “of wickedness 
of all kinds be cut off. The manu- 
facturer and seller of liquor should 


at iler. 


be regarded as notorious workers of 
iniquity. Those who blight manhood 
for sordid gain are grossly wicked. 

II. The Awful Ruin Wrought by 
Strong Drink (Prov. 23:29-35). 

1. Woes of Those Who Indulge in 
Wine (vv. 29,30). (1) The awful pain 
which causes one to cry out, ‘‘Oh!” 
Many, indeed, are the pains which 
men suffer because of strong drink. 
3odily ills innumerable can be traced 
to its evil influence. (2) The bitter 
remorse, which causes one to cry out, 
“Alas!” Many are the expressions 
of bitter regret which daily come from 
the lips of the drunkard. (3) Con- 
tention, strife and quarreling. Much 
of the fighting among men is directly 
caused by their passions being inflamed 
by strong drink. The drunken man 
is always ready to take offense, as well 
as to give it. (4) Babblings and com- 
plainings. The wine-bibber complains 
of everything—ill luck, loss of friends, 
of fate and of God. He sees everything 
wrong but himself. (5) Wounds with- 
out cause. These are wounds from 
fights in which a sober man would 
not have engaged, and from accidents 
which are purely the result of intoxica- 
tion. (6) Redness of eyes. This has 
reference to the blood-shot eye of the 
tippler which dims his vision. 

II. The Attitude Enjoined (v. 31). 

Look not at it. Do not put your- 
self into the way of temptation. The 
only safe attitude toward strong drink 
is total abstinence, and the only way 


to total abstinence is not to even look 
at it. 

Ill. The Drunkard’s Bitter End 
(vv. 32-35). 

1. Acute Miseries. ‘It biteth like 
a serpent and stingeth like an adder.” 
Strong drink, like the poison of a ser- 
pent, permeates the whole system and 
ends in the most fatal consequences. 

2. Perversion of the Moral Sense. 
This excitement causes the eyes to 
behold strange things. This denotes 
the fantastic images produced on the 
brain of the drunkard. Even when 
delirium tremens does not result, there 
are awful fancies which are beyond the 
possibility of realization. Then does 
his heart utter perverse things. His 
moral sense being perverted, his utter- 
ances partake of the same. He tells 
lies; his words cannot be relied upon. 
3. He is Insensible to Danger (v. 34). 
He is foolhardy, even as one who would 
lie in the top of a ship’s mast where 
there is the greatest danger of falling off. 

4. He is Insensible to Pain (v. 35). 
The drunkard is utterly ignorant of 
what happens to him while under the 
influence of strong drink. Many bruises 
and wounds the drunkard has which 
he cannot account for. 

5. His Abject Bondage (v. 35). 
After all his sufferings, sorrow and 
disappointments, he goes on as a bond 
slave to follow the ways of sin. 

6. Hell at Last. No drunkard shall 
inherit the kingdom of heaven (1 Cor. 
6:10). 
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“And I am sure that, when I 
come unto you, I shall come in the 
fulness of the blessing of the gospel 
of Christ.’’—Romans 15:29. 

This chapter of Romans gives us the 
apostle Paul’s testimony on two vital 
points relating to his work asa missionary. 
First he speaks of the wide extent of 
his labors, ‘from Jerusalem round about 
into Illyricum,’’ and of his confirmed 
policy of aiming at neglected and un- 
occupied fields and “‘striving to preach 
the gospel not where Christ was named.” 
And then in the above text he indicates 
the character of his message and the 
spiritual quality of his ministry. His 
message was ‘“‘the gospel of Christ,”’ 
by which, according to his own state- 
ments elsewhere, he meant the good 
news of salvation “‘to everyone that 
believeth,” on the ground of the atoning 
death and resurrection of Jesus Christ. 
And so vital a matter had this gospel 
become to the apostle himself, and so 
deeply had he experienced its power in 
his own soul, that he could say to the 
Christians at Rome: “I am sure that, 
when I come unto you, I shall come in 
the fulness of the blessing of the gospel 
of “hrist.’”’ 

This was no fleshly boast, no haughty 
egotism, but just a calm, full confidence, 
begotten in his heart by the revelation 
through the Holy Spirit of the saving 


and sustaining grace of God, that 
wherever he might go and whatever 
his circumstances might be the tide 


of salvation would always be flowing 
at the full in and through him. 
Happy the missionary today who 
can speak for himself with this same 
confidence. It should, indeed, be the 
norm of missionary experience, not 
the exception, and we know there are 
many missionaries who can thus humbly 
testify, because they have by surrender 
and faith apprehended the Lord Jesus 
in His blessed fulness for their life and 
But alas, there are missionaries 


service. 

also who no longer hold the old gospel, 
and who therefore cannot possibly 
experience its ‘fulness of blessing,’ 


or exercise its fulness of power in their 
work. And yet, if they only knew it, this 
fact spells failure for their whole mis- 
sionary career, judged by true scrip- 
tural standards, however gifted, dili- 
gent and earnest they may be. 

How terribly sad this is! Should 
we not place foremost in our daily 
missionary intercession the fervent peti- 
tion that all God’s missionaries may be 
kept ‘“‘in the fulness of the blessing of 
the gospel of Christ’? For after all, 
is it not even more vital that the present 
missionary staff be re-enforced poten- 
tially, that is, maintained in full spiritual 
life and power, than that it be re-en- 
forced numerically by the addition of 
new recruits? 


WHOIS A MISSIONARY? 
“A missionary, or an apostle, is one 


commissioned as a spiritual agent to do 
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spiritual work in a spiritual way. It 
is the spiritual life that constitutes him 
a missionary. If he lack that, whatever 
he may be termed or whatever his status, 
he is not a true missionary of Christ, 
but only a fraudulent imitation, a tink- 
and sounding brass.”

AN AFRICAN RULER’S FINE EX- 





AMPLE 


Dr. Tom Lambie, of the 
Presbyterian mission in Abyssinia, 
has so recently secured a new open door 
in that neglected kingdom, sends us the 
following incident: 

“T have just seen a wonderful sight. 
This morning I had to go to the Swedish 
Mission to attend two of their mem- 
bers, one sick with dysentery and the 
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Rasen Tafari, Present Ruler of Abyssinia 


other with rather a severe case of ophthal- 
mia. I got on my wife’s gray horse 
and, as I was in a hurry, dug my heels 
into his ribs and clattered down across 
the German bridge over the Kubbana 
stream, and up the opposite slope at a 
hard gallop, for the pony wanted to go 
as badly as I did. 

“When we got to the race track I 
noticed a big crowd of people coming 
along, most of them on foot, but some 
riding. There were stragglers at first, 
then thicker and thicker came the 
crowd of men and boys. Some were 
dressed in rags, some in decent white 
clothing, some in native Abyssinian 
dress with black peaked capes, some in 
costly apparel and a few in European 
clothes. Many were carrying rifles and 
some were prisoners in chains. 

‘‘ ‘Some very great man is riding out 
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became larger and larger, so that my 
horse was forced to a slow walk. I 
thought it must be some one near to the 


ruler himself. A little group riding 
together now came into view. Could 
it be? Yes, it most certainly was, 


his Highness Ras Tafari himself. He 
saw me at the same time I saw him. 
We both raised our hats and I attempted 
to dismount, that I might do him honor 
before his men. But over the heads of 
the crowd he smilingly motioned me 
not to do so, and passed on. I wended 
my way through the thousands of 
people following after him, saw my pa- 
tients and returned. 

‘On the way back, I met the multi- 
tude coming the other way, but their 
progress was now slower. Every one 
was Carrying a stone on his shoulder. 
They had gone to Kubbana river, each 
had picked up a great stone, and they 
were carrying them back to mend the 
road, in preparation for the rainy season 
which will soon be upon us. Yes, the 
ruler was with them; but surely he would 
not have to carry a stone! No, he would 
not fave to do so, but nevertheless he 
was doing so. And as I saw him going 
out to do such menial work, as an exam- 
ple and encouragement to his people, 
the words came to my mind, ‘Bear ye 
one another’s burdens, and so fulfill 
the law of Christ.’ 

“Dare anyone criticize, and say he 
might better hire some ore to do this 
work than to give his own valuable 
time and strength to such service? 
Abyssinia is not America nor England. 
Our Lord in coming to earth might also 
have used different methods. He might 
have come as a ruler upon an ivory 
throne, a place he was worthy to occupy 
as David’s greater son. Instead, how- 
ever, He washed His disciples’ feet. 
The servant should not seek to be 
greater than his Lord. 

‘And so, when I saw the ruler of 
Abyssinia leading the way to the rock- 
pile and carrying stones to encourage 
his men, I felt he was doing a very 
great and fruitful service to them and 
to his country. He was teaching them 
not to be ashamed of work. I personally 
believe he is the hardest-worked man 
in all this country. From morning 
until night he is engaged in seeing people, 
giving judgment between disputants, 
and a hundred and one duties that 
daily press upon him, as the ruler of 
this great land. His friends tell me that 
he has often a tired and worried expres- 
sion. In one sense he is ruler of all, in 
another sense servant of all. 

“An officer said that the ruler would 
not ask anyone to do work that he 
was not willing to do himself. Ras 
Tafari, to induce his subjects to build 
roads, goes out and works with his own 
hands; thus setting an example of 
service for the public good. There 
are those of his own countrymen who 
hinder him, and some of his greatest 
difficulties arise from the unfortunate 
type of Europeans who come to Abyssinia. 
But [ feel that a ruler who shows this 
spirit of willingness to serve will over- 


come all difficulties, and with patient 
effort will place Abyssinia alongside 
the great countries of the world.”

SOWING THE SEED IN THE 
SOLOMONS 
Miss C. Waterston, a_ missionary 


at Malaita, Solomon Islands, thus graph- 
ically describes a day’s gospel work in 
those once-cannibal islands: 

“It is market day; and the missionary 
takes the wordless book, a big diagram 
of the broad and narrow ways, a picture 
or two, and some hymn-sheets, and 
prepares to start. 

“First, there is a path overgrown 
with weeds whose seeds cling to stock- 
ings and clothes, then a steep cliff to 
be clambered down, and then the govern- 
ment road—a path six feet wide— 
following the coast line. If the tide 
is out and the rains have not been 
heavy lately, one has little difficulty 
in crossing the three streams on the 
way. Occasionally they are almost 
impassable. 

“A walk of about three miles brings 
one to a narrow strip of beach, over- 
shadowed in part by bush trees. We 
are early, and find only two or three 
bush women filling their bamboos with 
salt water for cooking purposes. The 
younger girls are entirely naked except 
for their red cane belts; older girls have 
one large leaf; married women have 
black cane belts and an apron of calico 
about eight inches square. Ears, noses, 
and arms are loaded with ornaments 
of shell, or cane, or porpoise teeth. 
As a rule they are friendly and willing 
to talk to a white woman, but it is 
difficult to keep their attention for long. 


“Fresh groups keep arriving. They 
are loaded with taro, sweet potatoes, 
bananas, betel-nuts, native almonds, 


yams, and other produce, wrapped in 
mats of pandanus leaf and slung from 
the left shoulder. The Christian women 
are distinguished by their skirts or 
pinafores. Bright-eyed children come 
up confidingly to feel one’s hands and 
clothes. One passes from group to 
group, showing the diagram or picture, 
and telling the old, old story of sin 
and its punishment, of the love of God 


bringing salvation, of repentance and 
faith in a risen Lord, of His second 
coming, of the judgment of those who 
refuse Him. The beach becomes crowded 
with people. The men sit apart beneath 
a big tree. Not very long ago their 
part was to defend their women. Now 
they are, for the most part, idle on- 
lookers. This is the women’s business. 

“All watch the sea for the first signs 
of the canoes. A few Christian men 
and women join the missionary in 
singing gospel hymns. One after another 
repeats a text, or says a few words in 
tones loud enough to reach both men 
and women. One or two canoes arrive, 
and the fisher folk stroll up and join 
the audience. Other canoes follow, 
and the audience breaks up. 

“The fisherwomen arrange their wares 
on the stones—cooked fish done up 
in leaf parcels, large crabs, shellfish 
large and small. Then exchanges begin. 
Bargaining grows exciting. The din 
is indescribable. Bush women _ raise 
parcels of fish to their noses to test its 
condition. Cane belts, ornaments, pad- 
dles for canoes, and various other 
things are ordered or bought, some- 
times with food, sometimes with strings 
of island money, or porpoise teeth. 

“Tt is all over in less than an hour. 
Then the canoes are loaded up with 
vegetables. The men, who have been 
lolling about beside them, help the 
women to paddle away. The bush 
women pack their fish into their pandanus 
mats, and shoulder their lighter loads. 
Then all get away and the beach is 
deserted, except, perhaps, for a little 
family group roasting taro at a fire 
to eat with their newly-purchased fish. 
The missionary commits the seed sown 
to the Lord of the harvest, and goes too.”

13:15), 
rob him of all peace. He calls it ‘‘bad 
luck,’’ at the same time suspecting it 


as something more (Rom. 8:28). 

2. It Costs Joy. Health, friendship, 
domestic love, or, money, power, and 
fame may be his, but not real joy, the 
forgiveness of sins or the comforts and 
companionship of the Holy Spirit (John 
15:11). As he nears the end he is not 
happy, for experience, amply verified, 
is that the Devil has no happy old men. 

3. It Costs Success. The successful 
life is the one that has found its rightful 
place in the universe (John 20:31). It 
is finding the niche in the. divine plan. 
Christ lays down one or two simple rules 
(Luke 10:27), and insists that the whole 
of religion begins and ends here. 

4. It Costs the Soul. Sin is doing 
what one wants to do, and not 
what one ought to do (Isa. 53:6). The 
formed habit uncontrollable 
either by man or even by God Himself. 
Finally (Hosea 4:17), he pays the awful 
penalty of being left alone, cut off from 
friends and work (Matt. 25:31-46).

A remarkable commentary on the 
famous lines of Tennyson--‘‘There are 
more things wrought by prayer than this 
world dreams of’’—is found in the story 
of how General Allenby saved the city 
of Jerusalem from bombardment, as told 
by a member of the Expeditionary Forces. 
When the famous cavalry leader ariived 
in Egypt to take command of the army, 
his first act was to hold a prayer meeting. 
He prayed that it might not be neces- 
sary for him to bombard Jerusalem, be- 
cause he felt that a shell might fall on 
the spot where Christ was crucified. 
When the British army was approaching 
the Holy City, General Allenby saw 
that it might be necessary to use his 
heavy artillery, and he cabled to the 
British War Office for definite instruc- 
tions.

he exhales. 

Each one present is helping to creat« 
an atmosphere of worship; or else he i 
helping to create an atmosphere whic! 
is antagonistic to worship. 

The atmosphere created 
and affects all who are present, intluen: 
ing them for righteousness or rendering 
them less susceptible to religious im 
pressions, 

To enter the house of God in a bellig 
erent spirit is to give that quality to th 
atmosphere. To enter it in a contro 
versial spirit is to give to the atmospher 
that quality: while he of the trustful 
spirit, the loving spirit, the worshiptul 
spirit will help charge the atmospher 
with those qualities. 

Each person present makes his con- 
tribution to the religious atmosphere o! 
the place; and the contribution is lik 
unto the then spiritual status of the 
person contributing. The spiritual status 
of each who enters the sanctuary is 
determined by the kind of life he has 
lived; emphatically by the manner he 
has spent the time next preceding his 
coming to the house of God. To spend 
the early hours of Sunday morning in 
reading the secular paper, or in musing 
on or talking of the cut or style of the 
garments to be worn, or discussing some 
secular labor or function, is to emit on 
entering the house of God a spirit vastly 
different from that which he gives forth 
who comes from the study of the Word, 
or from the communion which is to be 
had within the closet of the shut door. 

To chat, laugh, join in a social way, 
in the house of God, while waiting for 
the service to begin unfits the participants 
and others for worship, and mars the 
sanctity of the sanctuary. To go di- 
rectly to one’s seat and spend the mo- 
ments in meditation and prayer pre- 
pares the soul for spiritual vision and 
blessing, and qualifies for service in 
behalf of the unsaved.—Isaac W. Grimes, 
in Watchman-Examiner.

Carefully consider our 
text and you will find in it a universal 
divine exhortation to progress. ‘‘Get 
thee out,’’ says God’s voice, “‘unto a new 
land.’’ Those who obey are all the while 
departing from the old sins and failures 
into the new righteousness and success 
provided in Jesus Christ; away from sick- 
ness and death into health and life; away 
from earthly lands to the heavenly shore. 
This is the call to hope and joy because it 
comes trom Him wiw is making all things 
new. 
October 2 (Tuesday). 
“And he believed in the Lord.

Sometimes God asks us to 
things, and then again asks us simply 
to believe. When God took Abraham 
out and told him to look up to the count- 
less stars and that his descendants would 
be as many, there was nothing for Abra- 
ham to do but to believe. This is too 
obvious tor remark, you may say, but is 
it not the obvious that is so often over- 
looked? We either do not believe or we 
take for granted, or we torget, or we 
neglect. The salvation that Jesus offers 
implies many things we are to do, and 
also many things that we are to believe 
simply and then rest in the belief. 

October 3 (Wednesday). 

1-8. 

“T am the Almighty God; walk before 
me.’ Yesterday we saw that God at 
times asks taith only. Today we have an 
illustration of His asking works. ‘‘Walk 
before me,” said God to Abraham, ‘‘and 
make your service as complete as pos- 
sible.’”’ That the patriarch tried to obey 
is evident from Genesis 17:40 where he 
says, “The Lord, before whom I walk.” 
Some do not like to think of God as al- 
ways watching them, and it is not easy 
tor any of us to be always conscious of the 
presence of God. But is it an irksome 
thing to be always favored by the life- 
giving wind trom the sea? Is it terrily- 
ing to be where the sun will give us light 
and warmth? Why then object to the 
presence of Him who is life and love and 
who promises to help us at all times? 
October 4 (Thursday). Genesis 18: 

23-33. 

“Shall not the judge ot all the earth do 
right?”’” It Abraham had known as much 
about God as do Christians who have 
been taught by Jesus, he would still have 
offered his intercessory prayer, but he 
would have changed the language and 
he would probably not have asked the 
question of the text. He would 
known that the judge of all the earth 
would certainly do right, and he would 
have tried to bargain with God.

Prayers of intercession do not consist in 
wringing trom God what He is unwilling 
to grant, but, contrariwise, in petition- 
ing Him to give the exact thing He is 
most wiling to give, viz., salvation. 
Abraham’s prayer failed to save Sodom 
because there was no desire on Sodom’s 
part to be saved; for man’s willingness 
and God’s willingness must meet in sal- 
vation. 
October 5 (Friday). 
“Because thou hast obeyed my voice. 
We talk about the faith that overcomes 
and the faith that brings victory, but 
unless we are careful we may miss the 
point. We are apt to think that the 
man who believes is the man who has 
confidence, and the man who has con- 
fidence goes out to the fight without 
nervousness and therelore has a great 
advantage over his opponent, whereas 
Scripture is not thinking about the psy- 
chological advantageousness ot the 
“faith-complex”’ at all. For in its view 
it is not taith that wins, but taith-in-God. 
What we need to overcome is no mere 
self-fed faith attitude, but a Spirit-creat- 
ed faith the object of which is Christ.

October 6 (Saturday). 
8-19. 

“They seek a country.” Most of us 
in our plans for the future take into view 
too short a time—a year, five years, ten 
years, when we get old. Why not plan 
as did Abraham and Sarah for a period 
that embraced entrance into the bett+r 
country where is the city of God? Such 
planning does not weaken present effort, 
but strengthens it, nor is it flight from 
the practical world, but victory over iis 
tasks; it does not make sorrowful, but 
glad; it does not depress, but lifts up. 
Why not then plan in such a way as to 
make manifest to all that we seek a coun- 
try? 

October 7 (Sunday). Psalm 47. 

“The shields of the earth belong unto 
God.” This is a picturesque way ot say- 
ing that the Lord is the detense of His 
people in ali their efforts to do Him serv- 
ice. This is a most constant assertion of 
Scripture. ‘‘Nothing shall by any means 
hurt you,’’ said Jesus Christ. ‘‘Who shall 
separate us trom the love of Christ?” 
asked Paul. ‘Death, life, angels, prin- 
cipalities, powers, things present, things 
to come, height, depth, created things,” 
cannot do so. Thus, as the Psalmist 
said, the shields all belong to God, and 
therefore He is able to protect and to 
keep in life and in death alt who live truly 
and loyally tor Him. 

October 8 (Monday). Exodus 19:1-9. 

“And ye shall be unto me a kingdom 
of priests . . . ’’ When the religion 
of the Hebrews seems to us exclusive and 
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America, with her assurance of liberty and equal 
opportunity, has attracted millions of immigrants 
to her hospitable shores. 

From the ends of the earth they come- 
whose foundation stone is the open Bible. 

With all reverence we receive these men and wom- 
en of many lands, for of such stuff the America of 
the future must be fashioned.

Must it 
not, ‘heretore, be for the blessing of the 
nations? This last is the correct answer, 
and that it was fulfilled in Jesus Christ 
the priest forever, who offered the final 
perfect sacrifice, who makes never ending 
intercession, who does all the personal 
tender acts of sympathy that go with the 
pries s office. 
October 9 
19-31. 

“Thus the Lord saved Israel that day 
out of the hand of the Egyptians.’”’ Let 
us omit the words “Israel” and ‘‘Egyp- 
tians’’ and insert our own name in place 
of “Israel” and in place of ‘‘Egyptians’”’ 
the particular sickness or accident or 
danger or affliction trom which we were 
saved, and then let us ask the question, 
“Saved for what?”’ Israel obviously was 
saved to receive at Sinai a declaration of 
God’s will for them to obey and transmit 
to descending generations. Similarly 
we are saved in order that we may serve 
Him more earnestly, for how can it be 
credible that God continues us in life to 
repeat the old sin and selfishness, the 
old disregard of love and service? 
October 10 (Wednesday). 

20:1-17. 

‘God spake all these words.’’ There is 
in the law given by Moses a temporary 
element and a permanent. The Ten 
Commandments by universal agreement 
belong to the latter. If so, they express 
the will of God not only for Israel, but 
for all the nations on earth, and if it 
should be remarked that Christians 
should consider their Lord’s laws as su- 
preme, it is sufficient to say that Christ 
did not abrogate the decalogue, but wid- 
ened it and deepened it by giving to it 
spiritual foundations. In this again the 
missionary character of Israel is evident 
in that Israel was given not merely a 
world mission but a world law. The prac- 
tice of the latter will meet divine approval 
and will bring earthly blessedness. 

October 11 (Thursday). Isaiah 43: 

1-13. 

“I, even I, am the Lord; and beside 
me there is no Saviour.” A thoughtful 
writer has said, ‘‘How to gain, how to 
keep, how to recover happiness, is in 
fact for most men at all times the secret 
motive of all they do, and of all they are 
willing to endure.’’ In one respect Isra- 
el’s testimony stands unrefuted, that 
human happiness depends lastingly and 
exclusively on believing and accepting 
and resting on the Lord as the only 
Saviour. For happiness depends on 
salvation trom sin, and this depends ex- 
clusively on Jesus. ‘“‘Strange’’ gods may 
apparently bring a seeming happiness, 
but permanent blessedness is only in God. 
October 12 (Friday). Isaiah 45:20-25. 

“A just God and a Saviour.”’ Justice 
and salvation seem at first glance con- 
tradictory. Give the sinner justice, and 
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alon

salvation seems impossible; save him and 
the claims ot justice seem ignored. How 
to reconcile the two is no mere barren 
speculation, but intensely practical be- 
cause it affects the present and eternal 
weltare of all of us. Notice that Isaiah 
declares that the Lord is both a just God 
and a Saviour, while Paul says that He is 
just and the justifier ot him which be- 
lieveth in Jesus. Paul tells us to look at 
the Cross and to reflect on its meaning, 
for the Cross of Jesus solves all difficulties. 
October 13 (Saturday). it: 
25-36. 

“Blindness in part is happened to 
Israel, until the fulness of the Gentiles be 
come in.”? In the previous sections Paul 
has proved that the rejection of Israel 
is not contrary to the divine justice or the 
divine promises. Now in the text he 
asserts what he has been constantly in- 
sisting upon throughout the chapter, that 
the tall ot the Jews is only partial and that 
it is only temporary. Here is an encour- 
agement for the whole church to push 
forward the work of Jewish missions. 
How much do you know about present 
day missionary work for Jews? How 
much do you pray for the winning to 
Christ of the ancient people of God? 
Inform yourself at the first opportunity, 
and pray earnestly for the great work. 
October 14 (Sunday). Psalm 100. 

“Make a joyful noise unto the Lord, 
all ve lands.’”’ The exhortation with 
which the famous “Old Hundredth” be- 
gins is still another refutation of the er- 
roneous beliet that the Old Testament re- 
ligion is narrow and national. But is not 
our text an isolated one, unrepresentative 
of the general tone of the religion of the 
Old Covenant? It we use the Hundredth 
Psalm with sympathetic appropriateness, 
we must share its missionary and evan- 
gelistic spirit. We must, that is to say, 
look upon the lands of earth not as sources 
of income, not as subiects of investiga- 
tion, not as obiects of dislike, but as those 
who because of experience of the redemp- 
tion purchased by Christ will some day 
make a “joyful noise.” 

October 15 (Monday). Joshua 1:1-8. 

“Then thou shalt make thy way pros- 
perous, and then thou shalt have good 
success.” There is nothing unhealthy 
or morbid in the teaching given to Israel, 
for Israel was to show the nations what 
a saved people were like, and to bear sal- 
vation to the world. Prosperity, suc- 
cess, victory, happiness, were not in any 
way incompatible with this ideal, but 
they had to be achieved in a certain way, 
according to all that was written in the 
law. This teaching is tor us also. Act 
upon it and it will make a large differ- 
ence in many ways of doing things. Our 
courage will be called out and our 
strength tested, but the outcome will be 
magnificent. 

October 16 (Tuesday). 
4:1-9. 

“Ye shall not add unto the word that I 
command you, neither shall ye diminish 
ought from it.’’ This exhortation is often 
repeated in Scripture, and therefore it 
demands our careful attention. For the 
faithful observance of a body of precepts 
implies on the one hand that nothing is 
added to it, such as might for instance

possess inferior authority, or have the ef- 
fect of weakening or neutralizing any 
ot the provisions contained in it; and, on 
the other, that nothing is taken from it 
for the purpose of accommodating it to 
the wilfulness, or infirmity, of human na- 
ture. Therefore we should 
addition or subtraction when it is a ques- 
tion of the divine commands. 
October 17 (Wednesday). 
onomy 8:1-11. 

“And thou shalt remember all the way 
which the Lord thy God led thee bs 
Scripture commands us to remem- 
ber and to forget. We are to forget in- 
jury, pain and shame; we are to forget 
the things that lie Lehind us; but we are 
to remember the power and mercy ot God, 
the Cross and the resurrection of Jesus, 
and, as in our text, the way which the 
Lord our God has led us. Obey this 
command and many things will impress 
themselves upon our minds, chiefly our 
own failure to foresee and to plan wisely, 
and, nevertheless, the mysterious meth- 
od by which God’s loving Providence has 
led us on by a path we knew not. 
October 18 (Thursday). Deuteronomy 

31:9-13. 

“Gather the people together, men, and 
women, and children, and thy stranger 
that is within thy gates, that they may 
hear, and that they may learn, and tear 
the Lord your God, and ebserve to do 
all the words of this law.” This is to usa 
surprising and extraordinary command. 
It shows the importance ot knowing the 
will of God as expressed in the law given 
by Moses. Men, women, children, and 
resident foreigners, were all to be in- 
structed in the principles of Israel's 
religion and in the practical duties and 
responsibilities arising therefrom. Is it 
any less important to know the prin- 
ciples that were later taught by Jesus 
Christ? We cannot compel the people 
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lu ieari Lhese, but we can persuade, and 
we can begin with ourselves. 
October 19 (Friday). Isaiah 2:1-9. 
“The mountain of the Lord’s house 
shall be established in the top of the 
mountains, and shall be exalted above the 
hills; and all nations shall flow into it.” 
Here is mentioned a river of another sort 
than the rivers of earth. They all flow 
down to the sea, but this river flows up to 
the hills. Since this is true, then it must 
be also true that different torces are at 
work in the river that flows up than in the 
rivers that flow down. This is precisely 
what the Scriptures give us to believe. 
In the river of God there are grace, love, 
power and redemption, torces all of them 
that litt the nations to the house of God. 
When we deal with these forces we have 
to do with things that raise men trom 
earth to heaven. 
October 20 (Saturday). Psalm 60:1-12. 
“Through God we shall do valiantly: 
tor he it is that shall tread down our ene- 
mies.”” We all know the experience of 
deteat, and the sense of frustration and 
helplessness that comes with it. In such 
moments we are apt to review all the cir- 
cumstances and to seek for help. But 
where is help to be found? In ourselves? 
But that may be merely to repeat the 
experience unless we can find some hid- 
den powers that were not discovered in 
the first conflict. In others? But may 
this not be a time when man’s help is 
vain? In God? Here is where the un- 
failing retuge and help are to be found. 
Our text expresses the confidence of a 
man who had been defeated, but who had 
taken refuge in God. 
October 21 (Sunday). Psalm 48:1-14. 
“The city of our God; God will estab- 
lish it torever.’”? Ot course, the Psalmist, 
being a taithtul and spiritually intelligent 
Israelite, is thinking primarily ot Jerusa- 
lem, but when that city is established for- 
ever by God’s grace, will be the beginning 
of the establishment of other cities in the 
fear and love of God. Hence today’s 
reading bids us take our attention off the 
present with its sins and sorrows, and 
fix it on the good time surely coming. 
To do this is beneficial, for it will prevent 
our becoming too individual, too selfish, 
too selt-centered. This city ot God as the 
psalm tells us has been wondertully 
favored in being detended against all its 
enemies, an assertion that they who live 
centuries hence will abundantly extend 
and confirm. 
October 22 (Monday). Isaiah 60:1-14. 
“His glory shall be seen upon thee. 
And the Gentiles shall come to thy light.”’ 
As we saw in our reading for yesterday, 
Jerusalem is to bere-established someday, 
and the glory of God is to be seen in it 
and upon it asof yore. But that will bea 
time of blessing for the whole earth, the 
millennial time. Gentiles as well as Jews 
will be blessed in that day, tor the light 
of the one will be the light of the other, 
and that will be the light of the glory of 
God in the face of Jesus Christ. Let us 
not be pessimistic therefore, but opti- 
mistic, tor notwithstanding all discour- 
aging circumstances God’s promise shall 
be fulfilled. 
October 23 (Tuesday). Jonah 3:1-10. 
“Arise, go unto Nineveh, that great

city, and preach unto it the preaching 
that I bid thee.” Look forward a few 
verses and you will see that Jonah’s 
preaching was a threat: ‘‘Yet jorty days, 
and Nineveh shall be overthrown.’ 
You may then be tempted to say that this 
was the Old Testament way ot preaching, 
but that the New Testament would em- 
phasize the love and mercy of Christ. 
Perhaps this would be true, but would it 
not be more exact to say that the two 
sides really belong together and when- 
ever one is mentioned, the other is always 
implied. A threat of judgment implies 
the aversion of judgment if repentance ot 
sin and acceptance of mercy are exer- 
cised. 

October 24 (Wednesday). 

1-7. 

“The Lord shall reign over them in 
Mount Zion {rom henceforth, even for- 
ever.’’ Is it not most cheering to read 
about the ultimate victory ot the king- 
dom of Christ? But do not let us remit 
even for a moment our daily task of keep- 
ing the banners of Jesus Christ flying high 
and wide. You know how people say, 
“Tt will all come out right in the end,’’ 
and they are so content to have it so that 
personally they do little or nothing to 
help the good time come. But the 
prophecy of the end alsc implies the 
means. If through Jesus Christ the 
kingdom is to triumph ultimately, His 
witnesses must be faithful to their testi- 
mony to His Coming. Let us then fulfil 
our duty every day. 
October 25 (Thursday). 

1-10. 

“The earth shall be tull of the knowl- 
edge of the Lord, as the waters cover the 
sea.’’ This chapter gives us a descrip- 
tion of what the world shall be when all 
the purposes ot God in man’s salvation 
have been thoroughly worked out. The 
text refers to God’s purpose in knowledge. 


Micah 4:

When Jesus came there was much igno 
rance concerning Him and His mission 
and today there is also much ignorance 
But here is a cheering prophecy; the da:

” Mr. Bok has lately offered $100, 
000 for the best practicable plan by whic 
the United States may co-operate wit 
other nations to achieve and _ preserv: 
the peace of the world. But is lack ¢ 
peace due so much to lack of plan, as to 
lack of what must underlie any plan, 
good-will? Peace plans are doubtless very 
important, but the creation of good-will 
is most important, and such good-will 
comes only as men hear and obey the 
good tidings of which the text speaks. 
This is a work that you and I may do

come the art of “listening in.’”’ The 
broadcasting stations send forth the 
music and the messages, but no benefit 
is received unless there is ‘‘listening in.”

THE CEDAR LAKE CONFERENCE 

Religious gatherings at Cedar Lake, 
Ind., have been ministers of blessing for 
years, but the Institute’s first Summer 
Bible Conference drew attendance from 
nineteen states as far apart as Vermont 
and California from east to west, and 
Minnesota and Mississippi from north 
to south, as well as from three foreign 
countries. It was directed by Mr. G. H. 
Meinardi, organizer in the Extension 
Department. The singing was well 
cared for by Rev. L. A. Meade of Grand 
Ledge, Mich., assisted at the piano by 
his wife. 

Besides Rev. James M. Gray, whose 
addresses were in defense of the faith, 
the Institute speakers were Rev. John 
C. Page, Rev. C. H. Benson, Rev. J. R. 
Schaffer, Rev. R. H. Glover, Rev. 
Solomon Birnbaum, and Rev. J. E. 
Conant. 

Mr. Page lectured on ‘‘The Bible and 
Its Study,” “The Proclamation and 
Interpretation of the Gospel,’’ and 
“Walking in the Spirit’’; Mr. Benson gave 
his illustrated lecture on ‘‘The Earth 
the Theater of the Universe’; Mr. 
Schaffer spoke on ‘The Bright and Morn- 
ing Star’; Dr. Glover on “Scriptural 
Versus Popular Views of Missionary 
Responsibility’; Mr. Birnbaum called 
attention to the new course in Jewish 
missions, and Dr. Conant spoke on prayer, 
closing the conference with a beautiful 
analogy between the growth of the lily 
and the development of the Christian 
life.

D., 
known to Sunday-school teachers by his 
weekly article, ‘‘This Week's Teaching 
Principle,” in the Sunday School Times, 
spoke on Christian education; Professor 
A. T. Robertson, D. D., of the southern 
Baptist Theological Seminary, Louisville, 
Ky., lectured on ‘Passing on the Torch”’; 


Rev. W. E. McClure, pastor First United 


Presbyterian Church, Columbus, O., 
spoke on “The Old Path,” and Rev. 
Frank N. Palmer, D. D., of Winona 
Lake, Ind., discussed the literary values 
of the Bible and showed that its pre- 
dictive element stamps it as a divine 
book. 

Missionary interests were presented 
by Mrs. Ralph C. Norton of Belgium, 
and Mrs. James E. Buswell, field repre- 
sentative for the Williamsburg Mission 
to the Jews.

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MY PERSONAL EXPERIENCE IN 
BOOK GIVING 

One day at a summer conference I 
was telling missionary stories to the chil- 
At the close of the story hour, 
a little fellow pulled my skirt. ‘Tell 
another story,’ he said. I looked down 
into his eager little face and said, ‘‘We’ll 
have another story.’’ When the ‘“‘another 
one’’ was ended, he was intent as before. 
“Tell just one more,’”’ he begged. The 
other children chimed in with his plea, 
and I told them one more. 

My little friend still held fast to my 
skirts. ‘‘Couldn’t you tell one more,”’ 
he insisted. His mother tried to draw 
him away. ‘Let him go over to the hotel 
with me,”’ I said, ‘‘'and have dinner and 
some after-dinner stories.’’ She agreed, 
and we went off hand in hand. My 
guest was not minded to wait for after- 
dinner stories. As soon as we were 
seated and the waiter had our order, 
he turned to me and said, ‘‘You could 
tell me a story before that man gets 
back.’’ Being a traveler and hotel guest 
of some experience, I knew that my small 
friend spoke true words, so I told him 
another story that was easily finished 
before the soup appeared. Between 
each course, my eager guest demanded 
‘“‘Another story now.’ He finished his 
ice cream reluctantly. ‘This is all, I 
guess,’’ he said. ‘‘Would you like to 
have a book full of stories like those I 
have told you?”’ I asked. ‘‘Would I?” 
he answered. ‘‘Well, I should say I 
would.”’ I gave him the book. 

A year later I was introduced to the 
governor of the state in which my little 
friend lived. I meant to speak most 
respectfully to his Excellency, but he 
grasped my hand eagerly, and repeated 
my name interrogatively. 

“Why you’re my boy's ‘story lady,’ 
aren't you?” he said, “I’ve been sitting 
up nights reading him those stories you 
gave him.” 

I was crossing the continent, on one of 
the through trains in which everyone 
speaks to everyone else before the 
journey is done. A mother with a large 
family of fine boys and girls interested me. 
I told the children stories during some of 
the long hours when the trip wearied 
them. Then I had the oldest boy write 
down his name and the new address of 
the ranch in California to which they 
were moving. Later I sent him a book 
and some story leaflets. A letter came 
back from the mother. 

“T can’t tell you,’”’ she wrote, “how 
much the book and the stories have 
meant to us out here on our lonely 
ranch. Not only the children have en- 
joyed them, but all of us have read them 
over and over again.” 

How many of the great leaders of the 
world have come out of books! David 
Livingstone, the boy in the cotton mill 
at Blantyre, read the life of Gutzlaff, 
pioneer medical missionary to China, 
and although the Opium War closed 
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the door to China, he went to Africa, 
and all the world is richer for his going. 
John R. Mott and countless other poten- 
tial young leaders read the life of David 
Livingstone and pledged their faithful 
hearts to follow in his train, and so the 
succession goes on. 

The boy who pores over the deeds of 
Jesse James or Slim Tim, the Outlaw, and 
decides to try outlawry, might read 
Mackay of Uganda, and be similarly 
stirred to deeds of worth-while emula- 
ticn. 

The girl who pores over The Queen of 
Dancers, would much rather read The 
White Queen of Okoyong if some one gave 


her that fascinating story of Mary 
Slessor. 
A prominent banker in South Carolina 


who had been handling all sorts of invest- 
ments was persuaded one day that no 
investment offered greater possibility 
of rich returns than the purchase of good 
books for presents to boys. He made a 
list of forty of the most promising boys 
in his town. Then he asked me to select 
a book for each boy. The books were 
mailed out with the banker’s card. 
Forty boys received them with pride 
and read them with interest, and an 
endless chain of inspiring influence was 
begun. 

Giving worth-while books to children 
and to church and city libraries is such an 
easily possible investment for all of us. 
When one once forms the habit, it 
becomes positively fascinating.—Kather- 
ine Scherer Cronk, in Presbyterian Ad- 
vance.
